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Electricity 
from Nuclear Energy 


Shown in this picture is Calder Hall, a proto- 
type nuclear power station set up by the 
United Kingdom Atomic Energy Authority. 
Lessons learnt from this plant will play a 
very important part in the future generation 
plans of the Central Electricity Authority. 
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The growing need for power 


Britain today is making an all-out drive for increased 
production, and as the pace quickens, so does the 
demand for power. In 1955, about one-fifth of the 
national coal output was used to generate electricity. 
The demand for power doubles every ten years and by 
1965, 40 per cent of the estimated national coal output 
that year will be needed to keep up with the demand. 
Nuclear energy will do much to make up the difference 
between the need for electric power and the supply of 
home-produced coal. 

Work will be started on the first two nuclear power 
stations in 1957, and by 1965 a total of 12 nuclear 
power stations, employing both gas- and liquid-cooled 
reactors, will be supplying current to the Grid. The 
rapid developments of the past 18 months have shown 
that the potential capacity of the earlier stations will be 
practically double the original estimate; this means 
that by 1965 we should be getting from nuclear power 
alone electricity equal to 10 to 12 million tons of coal. 


As the demand for electricity grows, 
nuclear energy will become more and more 
important in supplying the power upon 
which the economic future of the country 
so largely depends.

HIGH BUILDINGS IN LONDON 


HE controversy, for it is scarcely less, which has been continuing since last 

March on the form of the building which the New Zealand Government 

wish to put on the site of the Carlton Hotel and Her Majesty’s Theatre, has 

at least one useful aspect, for it concentrates the attention of both public and 

planners on the question of the permissible height of new buildings in the 
vicinity of St. James’s and other parks in inner London. 

Correspondence between the Royal Fine Art Commission and the High 
Commissioner for New Zealand (printed on page 964) makes it clear that the 
objections advanced by the Commission to the two designs prepared by the 
architect, Professor Robert Matthew, are in no way concerned with the style 
of architecture but are based on the incorporation in the designs of tower 
blocks which ‘would overtop neighbouring buildings and be clearly visible 
and look quite incongruous from St. James’s Park and from the Mall, the 
capital’s great processional way.’ A reduction in the height of the tower of 
the original design by about four storeys and an overall reduction in the amount 
of total accommodation on the site would, it appears, have met the Commis- 
sion’s objections. The architect has therefore prepared a second design which 
cuts down the total accommodation but leaves the tower substantially of the 
same height. This second design is equally unacceptable to the Commission 
and to the New Zealand authorities who state, and with justice, that the accom- 
modation provided in the first design is necessary to house their various depart- 
ments and, moreover, is permissible under the 5 : 1 plot ratio agreed with the 
LCC. Unless a building having approximately the equivalent floor space of 
the first design is permitted, it may well be that the whole scheme will be aban- 
doned. The New Zealand authorities are, however, prepared to agree to the 
elimination of features on the tower of the original design which will reduce 
the overall height from 275 ft. to 207 ft. 

Both designs are shown on page 966, and there can be little doubt that the 
plan shape of the earlier design is more interesting than that of the second, 
and that elevationally the first tower gains architecturally. This point, however, 
is scarcely in dispute. The crux of the matter is whether such a building would 
be (a) damaging to its surroundings and (5) incongruous when seen from the 
Mall and St. James’s Park. Professor Matthew’s design follows contemporary 
belicf that buildings planned with a comparatively low base and a higher than 
normal tower block offer practical and visual advantages over the building 
which rises sheer to the full permitted height from the pavement, and is forced 
to depend on a central enclosed court for light and air. Unless the area 
around St. James’s Park is to be regarded as permanently sacrosanct from build- 
ings higher than normal, the present seems as good a time as any to take stock 
of planning ideas, and possibly to reshape them. 

It may be doubted whether, in regard to the immediate surroundings, any 
damage may be expected. The buildings in the Haymarket area are, while of 
reasonably high quality, of a varied style in which Portland stone facings are 
the unifying link. There is little regularity of silhouette, and it is difficult to 
accept that a carefully detailed building of the nature proposed would do other 
than give added interest to the street. In regard to the effect of a tower block as 
seen from St. James’s Park, the Fine Art Commission has no doubt satisfied 
itself that such a tower would be incongruous, but the ordinary man will require 
more evidence than is now advanced. He will feel, moreover, that what might be 
totally unacceptable to the south and west of St. James’s Park, could well be 
permitted to the north and could, in fact, give added interest to the silhouette, 
and this without danger to the vista from Piccadilly Circus to the Park which is 
punctuated by the only other tall structure in the vicinity other than the Nelson 
column—that is, the Duke of York’s column. 

The Fine Art Commission should give further consideration to the matter 
of the first design, as the clipping of the tower by 68 ft. demands. To do so 
would have a helpful influence on the other authorities involved—all of whom 


are waiting for a positive lead.

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Notes of the Week 


Lagging Behind 
WHILE in London the battle is joined 
between the Royal Fine Art Com- 
mission and the New Zealand Govern- 
ment on the question of a 15-storey 
building on the Carlton Hotel site, New 
York goes gaily on with its tall buildings. 
The latest of proposals which have been 
published is for a building of 60 storeys 
to be erected on the east side of the 
Avenue of the Americas. Designed by 
Harrison and Abramovitz, the building 1s 
to be faced with stainless steel and will be 
one of the tallest structures in mid-town 
New York. In so far as the plan is said 
to allow for a set-back of 40 ft. on the 
main elevation to provide for a fore- 
court, this seems to indicate a concession 
to pedestrians and to traffic which is 
welcome. 

Nothing further has been heard of 
Frank Lloyd Wright's mile-high block on 
Chicago’s lake front. No doubt the 
master’s drawing office is in process of 
enlargement to enable the elevations to 
be set out. 


Psychology for Architects 


A NUMBER of suggestions for varying 
the’ content.of the syllabus of the archi- 
tectural schools have been made recently 
but that for the inclusion of a course of 
psychology, made by ‘ Bill’ Tauté at the 
first of Arthur Kenyon’s ‘Partners 
luncheons last week, is new. Tauté, a 
product of the Cape School of Architec- 
ture, holds the view that from the moment 
when the contract is signed the mentality 
of most building owners undergoes a sea- 
change. This, he thinks, is particularly 
noticeable where married couples are the 
clients and where the contract relates to 
homes. The handling of them in the suc- 
cession of orders and counter-orders is 
such, insists Tauté, as to make at least 
an elementary course in psychology an 
essential part of every young architect’s 
training. 

Well, there it is, and the Professors can 
take over. The lunch itself was an inno- 
vation and the partners—Arthur Kenyon, 
his son Peter and Tauté—made the most 
charming of hosts. We heard, incident- 
ally, that an early start is to be made on 
permanent buildings for the Cape School 
of Architecture, to plans by L. W. Thorn- 
ton White, who is Professor of this 
University School. 


Bristol Activities 


A Group of young Bristol architects 
calling themselves The Forum and meet- 
ing:at the School of Architecture, Bristol, 
to discuss current problems, have been 
working on a small exhibition of photo- 
graphs, entitled ‘Our City.’ The 
exhibition had its first public showing 
at a meeting at the Grand Hotel, Bristol, 
on November 27, arranged by the Bristol 
Group of the Design and _ Industries 
Association. 

Both talk and exhibition sought to 
ventilate the problem of the town ever 
encroaching on the countryside to make 
a dreary no-man’s-land, neither town nor 
— and with the disadvantages of 
both. 


FAS Dinner and Ball 


ALWaAys a pleasant social occasion, 
this year’s annual dinner and ball of the 
Faculty of Architects and Surveyors, 
which was held at the May Fair Hotel, 
London, on November 29, was no excep- 
tion. The president, Mr. G. S. Agar— 
who at 36 is the Faculty’s youngest presi- 
dent ever—spoke of the need for closer 
co-operation between members of the 
professions concerned and builders in the 
running of contracts, but he did not fav- 
our the builder being brought in too 
early: he believed that if all members of 
the building team performed their duties 
at the right time the result must be satis- 
factory to all parties. 

The chief guest was the Hon. James A. 
Dimmitt, Agent - General for Western 
Australia, who in the course of his re- 
marks congratulated the FAS on the set- 
ting up of a branch in Western Australia. 
The toast of the guests was proposed by 
Mr. G. F. Grizelle, vice-president, FAS, 
and the response was by Mr. F. W. Abell, 
of the Federation of Master Builders. 


London Airport

vital basic training in the social, economic 
and physical background of building in 
their own country and have inevitably 
spent time over here on much that will 
be useless to them at home. 

I think it is good and stimulating for 
these overseas students—particularly 


those from the underdeveloped tropical | 


territories—to come to Europe for part 
of their training; but five years is much 
too long a break for them. A basic 
training of three or four years in their 


own country, making them fully aware [ 


of its architectural problems and_pos- 


sibilities, followed by two to three years 


advanced course over here, would often 
prove an excellent combination—particu- 
larly at this transitional stage when many 
overseas schools are only «making a 
beginning. 

My second vantage point was the West 
Indies, where I spent three years as archi- 
tect to Colonial Development and 
Welfare. Here I met many good 
draughtsmen who longed to become 
architects but who had negligible chances 
of a scholarship for study abroad and no 
opportunity of any kind for even pre- 
liminary professional training in their 
own country. Many parts of the Com- 
monwealth are still in this unhappy sta‘e 
and need help in tackling their problems. 
The West Indies, though on the point of 
becoming an independent Federation of 
nearly three million people, has no means 
of training architects. 

My third vantage point was from tle 
Gold Coast, during a short visit when I 
helped Kumasi College of Technology 
to set up a combined intermediate cour:e 
for those intending to become architect;, 
building technologists, or communi y 
planners. The idea was to link ths 
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course, which is likely to begin next year, 
to a design research centre on tropical 
building. There are great hopes that this 
course will have the blessing not only of 
the RIBA but also of the RICS and the 
Town Planing Institute in bringing 
students to intermediate UK standards, 
but on the basis of a specially designed 
ccurse appropriate for West Africa, in 
which students of architecture, building 
ard planning study common problems 
together for the first one or two years. 

The need for a course of this kind was 
ol-viously very great: only four out of 
o'er forty architects occupied on 
bi ilding projects in the Gold Coast were 
A ricans. The Africans themselves seem 
ecger to maintain RIBA standards and 
ar2 anxious to avoid the dangers of an 
er ‘irely independent African educational 
sytem. Nevertheless they, like other 
te ritories, will be forced to be indepen- 
de it in architecture if we in the UK do 
nct recognise the necessity for encourag- 
in’; special courses devised to study the 
tr. pical problems of their own country. 

[The Africans of the Gold Coast are 
al:o anxious that any course they start 
wil lead to opportunities for further 
study in Europe. Consequently, at this 
stage I Believe that the best combination 
is (a) recognition for a tropically-based 
preliminary course, and (b) more scholar- 
ship opportunities for advanced and post- 
graduate study in the UK.

Elemental Bills 


To the Editor of The Builder 


QIR,—May I, as an estimator and 
ay 4 : 

quantity surveyor, having tendered 
for, obtained and run building contracts 
where elemental bills have been used, 
take up the exhortation of Mr. Baker 
[The Builder, November 23] and endorse 
most strongly his very sound views on 
this matter? 

I, perhaps naturally, agree with Mr. 
Baker that bills of quantities are primar- 
ily produced for the estimator to enable 
him quickly and accurately to arrive at 
an estimate of the value of a proposed 
contract, and, secondly, to form a mone- 
tary basis for the subsequent adjust- 
ments necessary to produce the final 
account within the ‘period for final 
measurement.’ 

Let us for a moment examine a prac- 
tical case of the effect of an elemental 
bill on these two chief objectives. 

Take first the obtaining by the estimator 
of quotations for those trades normally 
sub-let, bearing in mind that his inquiry 
must form a monetary basis for the adjust- 
ment of the sub-contractor’s final account, 
not to mention the fact that the sub-con- 
tractor’s estimator should himself be given 
an accurate picture of the work involved 
in his sub-contract. In the case in ques- 
tion, a smallish contract of some £40,000 
ir value, items of painting work appear in 
1. different sections of the bill, wall and 
floor tiling in eight, plastering in seven, 
gazing in six, plumbing work (although a 
Separate complete section is set aside for 
this) in five, items of joinery appear in 


eight, and sundry items of steelwork in six 
different sections. For the inquiries to be 
prepared properly, the amount of time to 
be spent in abstracting these quantities from 
the various sections, and then typing, is out 
of all proportion; and should they not be 
properly prepared at the tender stage, this 
must be done later on and the additional 
burden on ‘ overheads’ must eventually be 
reflected in building costs. 


Having obtained the necessary quota- 
tions, let us now look at the actual pricing 
of the bill. The number of repetitive items 
throughout the various sections is consider- 
able, but nevertheless the estimator is ex- 
pected to put the same price against each, 
with consequently much time lost in look- 
ing back and a resultant loss of the ‘train 
of thought,’ the maintaining of which is so 
important for accurate estimating. 


Now let us consider the adjustments for 
the final account. The difficulties here are 
equally as serious. On the contract in 
question we had occasion to adjust the 
quantities of a considerably altered, yet 
quite small, connecting link corridor be- 
tween two buildings. The original quanti- 
ties had been abstracted into some eight 
different sections of the bill, and in a frus- 
trating endeavour to follow this procedure 
in the adjustment, with its consequent 
searches through the original quantities, the 
abstract and the bill, to ensure correct ‘ re- 
ferencing, practically a whole day was 
spent adjusting an item where the differ- 
ence between the additions and omissions 
came to less than £10. 


Finally, suggestions that the ‘ sectional- 
ised’ bill simplifies the work of the site 
staff by allowing them more readily to trace 
the quantities taken for a particular item of 
work, are not borne out in practice, and 
two general foremen on our staff who have 
worked with elemental bills have both ex- 
pressed their dislike of the new system. 


No, from the builder’s point of view, and 
particularly from that of his estimator, his 
quantity surveyor, his buyer and his site 
foreman, elemental bills, far from serving 
any useful purpose, tend only to compli- 
cate each successive operation in the organ- 
isation of the work, and this must even- 
tually be reflected in building costs.

To the Editor of The Builder 


.I1R,—Since the correspondence on this 
subject was started by me, I should be 
pleased to have the opportunity of 
making a further contribution, and first 
would ask all supporters of this type of 
bill to re-read (or perhaps it should be 
read) my first letter on this subject (your 
issue of September 28) and then tell me— 


1. What information they give which a 
quantity surveyor cannot supply from his 
ordinary bill, especially if prepared in 
accordance with the Standard Method of 
Measurement. 


2. How an elemental bill for any building 
helps the cost control of that building? It 
may assist with the cost control of later, 
similar buildings, but even here I doubt that 
it is any more infallible than the experience 
of the quantity surveyor. 


3. Will Central and Local Government 
press for them when fees rise, as they must 
do if the private quantity surveyor producing 
them wishes to stay in business? I notice in 
this respect that Mr. Hill says ‘there was a 
considerable saving in working up time.’ 
This seems unlikely to me but I do notice 
that he makes no mention of the ‘ taking off’ 
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time, one can only presume that it rose, and 
if the ‘ takers off” get more than the ‘ work- 
ers up” where is the saving? 

It is, of course, possible to write a small 
book on this subject for and against; pro- 
viding that fees are suitably adjusted I have 
no doubt that any quantity surveyor would 
be willing to prepare them, but the present 
fee is not sufficient. I personally tend to 
discount the enthusiasm of Local and Central 
Government officials for them because they 
are not concerned with the economics of the 
job (might I say here that I was one for 12 
years?) and I would find it interesting to have 
an estimator’s opinion of them. It should 
be borne in mind that bills of quantities are 
primarily produced to give a standard docu- 
ment for all tenderers to use. We know, of 
course, that many now incorporate the 
specification, and some of us do wonder just 
where this trend of doing the other man’s 
work is going to stop.

QIR,—For some years I have accepted 
as a matter of course the ‘group’ 
system in preparing bills of quantities. 
But increasingly of late circumstances 
have compelled recourse to the * trade-by- 
trade’ method for smaller contracts. 


The primary reason was the vital need for 
speed, which this method satisfies in such 
cases, but it is also economical, while the 
finished bills are indistinguishable from 
those of the fashionable process. There is, 
moreover, a reduction in error-risk by reason 
of the fewer hands invoived; there is quicker 
reference in post-tender use. 

I should be very interested to compare 
notes with any of your readers having com- 
parable experience. No merely academic 
responses please, but a straightforward ex- 
change of ideas with fellow surveyors 
possessed of practical experience in the busi- 
ness of getting a living by both systems.

By the High Commissioner’s Office 


THE Carlton Hotel site and Her Majesty’s 

Theatre site were acquired by the New 
Zealand Government in 1948 on a 99 years’ 
ease (Crown Lands lease). A new building 
0 serve as a High Commissioner’s Office is 
‘oO be erected on the site. Professor Robert 
Matthew, CBE, FRIBA, the architect, was 
chosen by the New Zealand Government 
ifter consultation with United Kingdom 
yovernment authorities concerned. His first 
lesign, completed in March, 1956, was 
_pproved by the New Zealand Government, 
ut met objection when submitted inform- 


ally to the Royal Fine Art Commission in 
London. 

A second design, taking into account the 
objections raised, was recently completed by 
Professor Matthew. The designs are under 
consideration by the United Kingdom auth- 
orities. In terms of its lease the New Zea- 
land Government is obliged to consult the 
Crown Lands Commission, the London 
County Council, the Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government, and the Royal Fine 
Art Commission. 

The New Zealand Government is anxious 
to press forward with the new building on 
the Carlton Hotel site; its present offices are 
scattered and unsuitable for their require- 
ments. It is hoped that the first part, in 
place of the existing Carlton Hotel, will be 
started early in 1957. The site of Her 
Majesty’s Theatre is not available to New 
Zealand until 1970. It is intended to retain 
the Royal Opera Arcade. 

Details: Site area is approximately 255 ft. by 
170 ft. The main entrance will be in the Hay- 
market. The construction is to be a framed 
building faced with Portland stone. All street 
frontages are to be faced with Portland stone, 
with a base course of black granite. Estimated 
cost, upwards of £2,000,000.

By the Commissioners of Crown

PPPHE New Zealand Government’s design 
for a new New Zealand House, to be 
built at the junction of Haymarket and Pall 
Mall, requires the approval of the Com- 
missioners of Crown Lands as ground land- 
lords of the site. No design has yet been 
formally submitted for the Commissioners’ 
approval and they have, therefore, not yet 
taken any formal decision in the matter. 
Their views have, however, been sought by 
the New Zealand Government informally on 
two alternative designs prepared by Pro- 
fessor Robert Matthew. 

When the first design was put before the 
Commissioners it was in the form now 
released for publication except that the pro- 
posed building was then surmounted by 
additional features which added 68 ft. to 
the height of the building; these features 
have now been eliminated. The overall 
height of the building in the original first 
design was 275 ft. or, with the flag pole, 
315 ft. This compares with an overall 
height of 207 ft. in the first design as now 
published. 
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The Royal Fine Art Commission were 
sounded informally by Professor Matthew 
on the first design in its original form. Pro- 
fessor Matthew was told that the site was 
not considered to be a suitable one for a 
building with a tower. The Commissioners 
sought advice upon the original first design 
from a panel of three advisers—Sir Howard 
Robertson ARA, P-PRIBA, Sir Edward 
Gillett, P-PRICS, and Mr. Anthony Mino- 
prio, FRIBA MTPI—who were unable to 
recommend that, if it were submitted, it 
should be approved. The advice of this 
panel was communicated by the Commis- 
sioners to the New Zealand Government. 

Following these informal expressions of 
view, the New Zealand Government were 
invited by the Commissioners in July to 
arrange for the submission of an alternative 
design. This, they were informed, might, if 
they so wished, be in the contemporary 
idiom, with a tower, but paying due regard 
to the scale, the main architectural lines 
and the materials of the adjacent buildings. 

The result was the second design as now 
released for publication. This design pro- 
vides for a building with an overall height 
of 204 ft. and a modified ‘ base’ correspond- 
ing in height with some of the neighbouring 
buildings. By arrangement with the Com- 
missioners this design was submitted by 
Professor Matthew to the Royal Fine Art 
Commission who were informed of the 
terms of the invitation extended by the 
Commissioners to the New Zealand Gov- 
ernment in July. 

Professor Matthew was informed on 
October 17 that the Commission took the 
view that the design attempted to provide 
too much accommodation on the site; that 
a tower of the height suggested would be 
extremely damaging to many important 
views of this part of central London; and 
that an alternative scheme was desirable 
which reduced the tower by, say, four 
storeys with a proportionate reduction in its 
width and length. There have since been 
further consultations with the Royal Fine 
Art Commission, who have confirmed their 
earlier advice on each plan in a recent letter 
to the High Commissioner for New Zealand. 

The two designs have also quite recently 
been referred by the New Zealand Govern- 
ment to the LCC as planning authority, for 
an informal expression of their views, but 
there has not yet been time for these to be 
given. Development by the Crown is not 
formally subject to planning legislation, but 
both the New Zealand Government and the 
Commissioners of Crown Lands are equally 
anxious to pay all due regard to the plan- 
ning authority’s views. 

The Commissioners will now await with 
interest the expression of opinion upon both 
designs. 


Correspondence between RFAC 
and High Commissioner 


HE letter from the Secretary of the 

Royal Fine Art Commission to the 

High Commissioner for New Zealand is 
dated November 28: 


I am directed by the Royal Fine Art Com- 
mission to refer to the proposed new building 
for the New Zealand Government to be 
erected on the site of the Carlton Hotel and 
Her Majesty’s Theatre. The Commission 
was asked by the architect in March for an 
informal opinion on his first design, and he 
was told that this was not considered an 
appropriate site for any form of tower block. 

A second design still with a tower block, 
though somewhat reduced in height, was 
submitted formally in October. The 
Commission was told that the authorities 
concerned saw no objection to a design with 
a tower if due regard were paid to the scale 
and character of the surroundings. The Com- 


mission considered that this scheme, though 
an improvement, would still be extremely 
damaging to its surroundings, in a most 
important part of London. The tower would 
overtop neighbouring buildings and _ be 
clearly visible and look quite incongruous 
from St. James’s Park and from the Mall, 
the capital’s great processional way. The 
Commission’s chief recommendation was for 
a reduction in the height of the tower by 
about four storeys. In its opinion, the 
scheme attempted to provide too much 
accommodation on the site. Its views were 
given in writing to the architect and to you 
on October 17. 

On November 9, during your talk with the 
Chairman, he was told that no reduction 
in the volume of accommodation could be 
considered. It was therefore suggested that 
the architect should again meet members of 
the Commission to see whether its criticisms 
could be met by a revised design while 
retaining the desired volume of accommo- 
dation. This meeting took place on Novem- 
ber 20, but no agreed basis could be found 
for such a revision, and the Commission was 
confirmed in its opinion that the amount of 
accommodation to be provided was excessive. 

If this view is not accepted by the authori- 
ties responsible, the Commission can only 
urge that the architect should be asked to 
reconsider the internal planning of the main 
block to provide more office space, and thus 
permit the suggested reduction in the height 
of the tower. 

The Commission understands that both 
schemes are now to be published, and would 
like its views to be made public at the same 
time. Copies of this letter have been sent 
to the Commissioners of Crown Lands, to 
the London County Council and to the 
architect. 


The Commissioner’s Repl:; 


The High Commissioner’s reply (dated 
November 29) is as follows: 


Dear Mr. Samuel, I have your letter of 
yesterday, in which you record the views 
that have been expressed by the Commission 
on the New Zealand proposals for a new 
building in London. 

We can, of course, well understand that 
differing views will be taken about the 
designs submitted, or indeed about any con- 
ceivable design for the proposed building. 

One point, however, which has been made 
previously, and which is reiterated in your 
letter, is to us incomprehensible: that is when 
you describe the amount of accommodation 
proposed to be provided as ‘ excessive.’ It 
is certainly not excessive compared with the 
known and estimated requirements of the 
New Zealand Government in London. Per- 
haps more in point, it conforms to the stipu- 
lation that the total floor space shall not 
exceed five times the area of the site. We 
have always understood that the ‘5:1 plot 
ratio’ is applicable in this area of London. 
It was on this understanding that the New 
Zealand Government acquired the site in 
1948. The LCC have agreed to the applica- 
tion of this ratio to this particular site, and 
this has been confirmed by the Crown Lands 
Commissioners and by the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government. How then can 
it be stated that the accommodation sought 
to be provided is ‘ excessive ’? 

You will recall moreover that your letter 
to our architect on October 17 asked for an 
alternative scheme ‘reducing the tower by 
say, four storeys with a proportionate reduc- 
tion in its width and length. What was 
suggested, we observe, was not a reduction 
in height with compensating increase in area 
per floor, but a reduction in height with pro- 
portionate reduction in the area per floor. 
It was in the light of this stipulation that, 
on behalf of my Government, I had to 
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advise the United Kingdom authorities that 
the views expressed by the Royal Fine Art 
Commisison, if adopted, would effectively 
veto the construction on the site of any 
building that could meet the requiremerts 
of New Zealand. 

As the Commission will know it has 
been our aim to make the best possible 
contribution to London’s architecture. To 
this end we engaged an architect whoie 
previous experience as Architect to the LCC 
made him well aware of London’s archite:- 
tural heritage, good and bad. At the same 
time it has been our aim to produce a buil 1- 
ing which looks to the future and thus. 
symbolises the approach of New Zealard 
and our belief that London has a greit 
future. We would hope to avoid the 
mediocre compromise which has all too often 
resulted from a desire to placate every shacie 
of opinion. 

In line with the wish expressed in your 
letter I am making copies of it availabe 
to the Press: and, of course, copies of this 
reply will also be available to them. 


LCC Statement 


PYHE London County Council has issued 

the following statement: This project, 
being Crown development, is not subject to 
the consent of the LCC as Town Planning 
Authority, although, following the invariable 
custom in these matters, the LCC is being 
consulted. As, however, the plans were 
officially submitted for the Council’s obser- 
vations only on November 14, its Towa 
Planning Committee have not yet had aa 
opportunity to consider them or to receive 
the observations of the Council’s officers on 
them. These will of course be placed before 
the Committee at the earliest possible time, 
but a scheme of such magnitude in so impor- 


tant a location demands, and will receive, 


the fullest and most detailed consideration. 
before the Council’s views are expressed.

HIS conversion was undertaken with two objects; 

firstly, to demonstrate by actual example how 
effectively and economically many old and unwieldly 
houses could be improved to give a new lease of life, 
and at the same time provide additional living 
accommodation ; secondly, to demonstrate the most 
advantageous method of providing modern heat 
services in property at present lacking such amenities. 


Internally the planning of each floor has been 
governed by the position of the load bearing, spine 
and cross walls and the necessity for interfering as 
little as possible with these. Flats Nos. 3 and 4 are 
similar in plan, the kitchens and bathrooms being 
adjacent, which arrangement allowed the existing 
plumbing to be re-used. In the case of Flats Nos. 


1 and 2, however, it was necessary to separate the 
kitchen from the bathroom in order to make the best 
use of the available space, but as the existing property 
already had a water supply and drainage to the rear 
of the building, only short extensions were required 
to serve the new kitchens. 





THE BUILDER 


Externally the front and rear are unaltered but new 
windows serving the bathrooms and kitchens have 
been introduced at the side of the house. 


Although the existing property had gas and elec- 
tricity laid on, it was considered advisable to instal 
an entirely new service in both cases to cater for the 
extra load imposed by four flats. 


To conform with the requirements of the local 
authority a steel balcony and ladder type fire escape 
has been provided from the main bedrooms of the 
two upper flats. Four existing stores in the basement 
have been retained to provide each flat with a solid 
fuel store at ground level and clothes hanging space 
for all the flats is in the private garden at the rear. 


Each flat has been provided with its own inde- 
pendent hot water installation, the flexibility of gas 
having provided an easy solution to what otherwise 
would have been a difficult problem. An Ascot 
instantaneous water heater has been installed in 
each flat because this type of heater can be connected 
directly to the mains and, by supplying hot water direct 
to bath or sink when required, removes the need to 
instal storage tanks or cisterns for both cold and hot 
water. 


In flats 1 and 2, because of the distance between 
the kitchens and bathrooms, a separate small sink 
type water heater has been installed in each kitchen 
in addition to the Multipoint water heater in the 
bathroom. In flats 3 and 4, in which the bathrooms 
and kitchens are adjacent, one instantaneous Multi- 
point water heater provides a complete hot water 
service for the flat. 


The flats have been sold individually for : semi- 
basement, £1,275; ground floor, £1,725 ; first floor, 
£1,625; and second floor, £1,375. Prices were delib- 
erately restricted.

S types new building has just been completed at a 
cost of £250,000. The building provides accom- 
modation for a largely increased staff, which is in the 
process of being recruited. The building is situated 
near to the factory entrance overlooking the main 
Liverpool to Preston road. It houses most of the 
research activities of the firm, some managerial 
offices, control laboratories and the drawing office. 
There are two storeys covering a total floor area of 
36,000 sq. ft. It is anticipated that when complete 
the staff in it will number more than 150. 


The construction of the building is brick and pre- 
stressed concrete. Services are run in a main duct 
below ground level. General ventilation is by 
tempered and filtered air, and control of temperature 
and humidity is provided for special laboratories. 
The use of Insulight double glazing throughout assists 
in maintaining close control and at the same time 
effects an appreciable heat economy. Services to the 
laboratories include water -(cold, hot and softened), 
gas, steam, compressed air, vacuum and electricity. 


The research laboratories are built with a modulus 


of 14 ft. so that divisions can be introduced at any 
multiple of this spacing when required. Some of 
the space now being used for offices is provided with 
services in such a way that it can be quickly converted 
to laboratory use. One laboratory extends through 
two floors for experiments requiring apparatus too 
high for the normal laboratories. 


A standard bench unit has been designed for most 
of the laboratories. The benches have Formica 
tops and the cupboards and drawer assemblies can be 
interchanged. Services are mounted on structures 
independent of the bench units so that the latter can 
be completely removed, thus providing free access 
for maintenance. 


The accessible parts of the laboratory waste system, 
including catch pots of special design, are of poly- 
thene, which has outstanding chemical resistance. 
The remainder of the waste system is constructed in 
lead lined steel. 


Cold cathode fluorescent lighting is installed 
throughout and in all working spaces provides an 
intensity of illumination of 30 lumens per sq. ft.

reservation order and since he is not 
catisfied that there is no future for the 
yuilding, he has decided to confirm the 
preservation order.’ 


Birmingham City Centre 


BIRMINGHAM City Centre is now a 
place to escape from at the first oppor- 
unity ’ said the City Architect, Mr. A. G. 

Sheppard Fidler, FRIBA, on November 
19, when he addressed members of the 
Birmingham Civic Society at their annual 
meeting.

COMPETITION NEWS 
Oxford Science Area 


OXFORD CONGREGATION agreed on 
Tuesday to the withdrawal of a resolution 
which had been signed by 68 members 
calling for an open architectural com- 
petition to obtain a design for the layout 
of the Keble-road triangle site, which is 
to be developed as a new science area 
for the University. 

Mr. P. D. Henderson, Fellow of 
Lincoln, said the reason for asking that 
the resolution be withdrawn was that the 
president of the Royal Institute of British 
Architects had written to say that a 
competition would be unwise and in- 
appropriate at this stage in view of the 
University’s existing commitments with 
an architect.

i dese site of these works was purchased in 1927 when the surrounding land was open 
country. A portion of it was developed in Lavender-avenue and Farm-way with 
houses, the remainder being kept for the purpose of the contractors. By 1939 there was a 
collection of unrelated erections scattered over the area which was surrounded by an open 
fence offering, with the contractors’ heavy plant, a very unsightly appearance. The Sutton 
and Cheam Urban District Council had zoned the area as primarily residential, and pre- 
liminary negotiations were started in 1951 for the removal of the whole works, which, by 
this time, included several allied companies. 

As a result of an appeal, certain time was given in which to remove an offending building, 
and after some further negotiations the Council agreed to a plan for reconstruction. This 
provided for the complete enclosing of the area with buildings, or screen walls. The 
entrance for materials and plant was moved from Cheam Common-road to Farm-way, and 
the various offices were grouped in the centre of the.Cheam Common-road frontage and 
flanked with stores which only had access from the internal courtyard, thus making a single 
architectural composition to this important road. The flanking wall to Lavender-avenue 
was used as the back of an open plant store. The main office block is a three-storey build- 
ing, in multi-coloured red brick, with Portland stone entrance and dressings and York stone 
steps.

Increase in Price 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer announ-

gallon, with effect from 6 p.m. that day. 
This increase was in addition to the increase 
in their products which was being announ- 
ced at the same time by the oil companies.

The Roads Programme 


R. HAROLD WATKINSON, Minister 

of Transport, announced in the Com- 
mons on November 28 that he hoped to 
authorise more than 200 trunk road schemes 
costing more than £10,000 each between now 
and April, 1959. He declined at this stage 
to give a hard-and-fast list of the detailed 
schemes. ‘ 

He did, however, indicate the following 
larger classified road schemes now included, 
or proposed to be included, in the road 
programme, particulars of which had not 
been given previously :— 

Authorised in 1955-56 (additional) :— 

Plymouth, Eastern approach Road, Gasking 
Street—St. Andrew’s Roundabout; Southamp- 
ton, Inner Ring Road, eastern section; Man- 
chester, Western Road, Wythenshawe; Roe- 
hampton Lane, Wandsworth; Leeds, Headrow 
Extension ; Portsmouth, Wymering Link Road, 
Cosham; Uxbridge Road, Hillingdon. 

Authorised this financial year :— 

Halesowen by-pass; Billingham, Saltworks 
Bridge diversion; Christchurch by-pass; Shef- 
field, inner ring road (section 1). 

To be authorised soon.—Swansea, east side 
approach (section 3); Cambridge, Hills Road 
railway bridge. 

Approved in principle.—Birmingham, inner 
ring road (section 1); Talgarth Road, Cromwell 
Road extension. 


A number of other large classified road 
schemes were now being considered, both 
for the current year and for the next two 
years. 

He informed Mr. George Strauss that 
about 350 miles of the 400 miles of new, 
realigned or widened roads which he hoped 
to authorise this year and in the following 
two years would have dual carriageways. 

Mr. STRAUSS suggested that it was a false 
economy to build roads without dual car- 
riageways, and then some time in the future 
have to convert them at a greater cost. 

THE MINISTER said that in general he 
would agree that when new roads, particu- 
larly trunk or motor roads, were being built 
they should have dual carriageways, but 
there were some instances on the other 50 
miles, where, for instance, a new bridge was 
being built where three lanes were essential, 
but they would in time form one lane of 
double carriageway. 

He said that approximately 78 per cent. 
of the mileage of trunk roads in England 
consisted of two-lane carriageways and 6 
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per cent. of four-lane carriageways; the com- 
parable figures for Wales were 94 per cent. 
and 0.5 per cent., and for Scotland 86 per 
cent. and 2 per cent. respectively. The re- 
mainder of the mileage censisted largely of 
two-lane carriageways with a passing lane, 
except in Scotland where 6 per cent. of the 
mileage covered a single lane carriageway. 

Mr. Isaacs asked the, Minister why the 
work due to begin this autumn on the Ele- 
phant and Castle road improvement scheme 
had been delayed; how long it would be 
before the programme of operations would 
begin; and how long it was expected to take 
to bring the road work to completion. 

MR. WATKINSON said there had been no 
delay here, as demolition work was started 
in September. Road works would start in 
1957 and it was estimated that the whole 
scheme would be completed in 1960. 

Mr. Dopps asked the Minister what pro- 
gress had been made in the construction of 
the Dartford-Purfleet Tunnel and the ap- 
proaches; and if he would give an estimate 
of the date of completion of the tunnei. 

Mr. HuGH MOLson, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Transport, said: The con- 
tractors for the main tunnel started opera- 
tions last July and are at present engaged 
on preliminary work on both sides of the 
river. It is expected that the driving of the 
tunnel will begin in three to four months’ 
time. The whole scheme should be finished 
by about 1962. 


OTHER BUSINESS 
Housing Estates : Roads 


Mr. KERSHAW asked the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government what his re- 
commendations about widths of roads, 
pathways and road verges on housing estates 
were and whether he was satisfied that the 
varying conditions of traffic in large housing 
estates and in small villages were adequately 
taken into consideration. 


Mr. DUNCAN SANDYS, in a written reply 
on November 26, stated: I am sending Mr. 
Kershaw a copy of the schedule of Suggested 
Minimum Street Widths for Carriageways 
and Footways which was issued by my de- 
partment in 1951 for the guidance of local 
planning authorities. The document shows 
only the minimum widths recommended, and 
emphasises that the width of carriageways 
and footways should be varied to suit local 
circumstances. As far as I am aware the 
varying conditions of traffic are adequately 
taken into consideration, but if Mr. Kershaw 
knows of any difficulties, I shall be glad to 
consider them. 


New Hospital, Skye 
Mr. Nett McLean asked the Secretary of 
State for Scotland whether a decision had 
now been taken about the site of the new 
hospital in the Isle of Skye; and when the 
work was expected to start. 


Mr. JAMES StuarRT, replying on November 
27, said: With our present resources I am 
afraid that there is no early prespect of a 
major hospital development in Skye, and, 
therefore, no final decision has been taken 
as to the site for it. ; 


Mr. McLEAN said that this announcement 
would be deeply regretted by the people of 
Skye and the west coasts of Scotland. 

Mr. STuART said that there were four 
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small hospitals in the area. A decision had 


been taken in principle to concentrate these, 
but he could not give a definite decision 
about when and where it should be done. 


University Building 


Mr. CHETWYND asked the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer for details of the proposed 
increased expenditure on university building 
projects as it applied to each university, to- 
gether with the estimated increase in the 
number of students. 

Mr. HAROLD MACMILLAN said on Novem- 
ber 27: The allocation of these sums by the 
University Grants Committee is not yet fully 
settled, and in so far as those for 1958 and 
1959 are to be devoted to works costing 
under £50,000, will not be settled for some 
time. I hope, however, to make available 
shortly a list of the works estimated to cost 
over £50,000, which it is proposed to start 
during the years, 1957, 1958 and 1959. 

The buildings themselves vary greatly in 
kind, and range from libraries, laboratories, 
and ether buildings for teaching and re- 
search, to halls of residence and students’ 
amenities. It is not, therefore, practicable to 
relate each project to a specific increase in 
the number of students in the university in 
question. 


Release of Army Camp 


Mr. BALDwIN asked the Secretary of State 
for War whether he was able to release 
Barons Cross Camp, Leominster, which was 
being used on few occasions and which was 
occupying land suitable for the extension 
of Leominster urban district council house 
building. 

Mr. JoHN Hare, replying on November 27, 
said: No, there is a continuing need for 
this land. 

He said that he had no application for the 
use of the land for housing but he had appli- 
cations for its use for industrial purposes and 
a highway depot. 


Embellishments to Post Office 


Dr. BARNETT Stross asked the Minister 
of Works what provisions were made for 
the embellishment of the new Western Dis- 
trict Post Office building in Marylebone, 
whether it was by sculpture or murals, and 
whether any sculptors or painters had been 
approached. 

Mr. BUCHAN - HEPBURN replied on 
November 27: None as yet. The first stage 
of the building is not planned to start for 
about two years, and it will be at least six 
months before planning has proceeded far 
enough to enable me to make any decision 
on these questions. 

Dr. Stross asked the Minister if the reply 
meant that he was asserting again that con- 
sultations would take place with appropriate 
painters and sculptors when the time came. 
Would the Minister make a declaration to 
the House as his predecessors had done that 
there would always be consideration for 
appropriate embellishment in this way? 

Mr. BuCHAN-HEPBURN said that he was 
entirely in sympathy with Dr. Stross in ap- 
preciating the desirability of artistic embel- 
lishment for buildings but would do it when 
the plans reached a suitable stage. 

Str. ALAN GOMME-DUNCAN warned the 
Minister to take care that this matter of 
culture did not take the form of Mongolian 
type women in an advanced state of ele- 
phantiasis. 


LCC 
Rating of Contractors’ Huts 


THE London County Council, at their 

meeting on Tuesday (December 4) re- 
ceived a report of the Finance Committee on 
the Rating of Contractors’ Huts. 


The Council, on October 11, 1955, the re- 
port states, decided to appeal to the House 
of Lords against the judgment of the Court 
of Appeal that contractors’ huts used in con- 
nection with the building of Woodberry 
Down home for the aged, Stoke Newington, 
and Thomas Road primary school, Stepney, 
should be assessed for rating. As the cir- 
cumstances in both cases were identical only 
one of the appeals was argued. 


The appeal in the House of Lords was 
heard by the Lord Chancellor, Earl Jowitt, 
Lord Oaksey, Lord Radcliffe and Lord 
Tucker on May 9 and 10, 1956. Ona re- 
served judgment the decision of the Court 
of Appeal was upheld and the Council was 
directed to pay the respondents’ costs. 


Earl Jowitt expressed the view that it 
would not have been in the least surprising if 
the Lands Tribunal (which had decided that 
the huts were rateable) had come to a con- 
clusion of fact that the structures were of 
such a transient nature as to justify their ex- 
clusion from the valuation list, and he con- 
sidered that there was ample evidence to 
support such a finding. However, the gene- 
ral view of the Law Lerds was that the test 
of rateability was whether there was evidence 
that the structures were enjoyed with the 
land and enhanced its value; and that the 
contractors had derived a benefit from the 
huts for a period which was not transient. 
As the House of Lords considered that these 
were questions of fact they held that it could 
not be said that the Lands Tribunal had mis- 
apprehended the law and that the Tribunal 
had accordingly not committed any error 
of law in arriving at their conclusions, based 
on the particular facts, that the huts in ques- 
tion were rateable. But from various obser- 
vations made in the course of the judgments 
it is clear that the House of Lords do not 
regard every temporary hut as being rateably 
occupied. 

The report adds that although reversal of 
the Court of Appeal’s decision was not 
secured, the judgments are of assistance in 
clarifying the law relating to the rating of 
temporary huts. 

The decision calls for a revision of certain 
clauses in some of the Council’s standard 
forms of contract for works executed by con- 
tractors and this will be considered by the 
General Purposes Committee in due course. 


Redundant Canals 


Tae Councit has considered the possibility 
that an abandoned canal might provide a 
useful route for a new road. The General 
Purposes Committee reported that it is con- 
sidered, as in the case of an abandoned rail- 
way, that a canal is unlikely to be on the 
route required for a new road; moreover, 
structures such as bridges and tunnels would 
probably be of the wrong size so that, while 
there might be a saving in property costs, 
there would be little or no saving in engineer- 
ing works even if the canal were on the 
correct line for a road. It is suggested that 
any detailed consideration of possible uses 
for redundant canals in London should be 
left until the redundancy occurs.

The Annual Dinner 


‘IN MANY parts of this country I have 
discovered that architects are not receiving 
the support from the Press which they feel 
they are entitled to receive,’ said Mr. 
KENNETH M. B. Cross, president of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects, speak- 
ing at the dinner of the Bristol and 
Somerset Society of Architects held at the 
Guildhall, Bath, on November 27. 

‘You cannot have a living, growing archi- 
tecture, expressive of the times in which we 
live unless people for whom we are working 
understand, and are: interested in, what we 
are trying to do,’ Mr. Cross continued. 

Mr. T. W. SNAILUM, FRIBA, president of 
the local society, said that the Institute was 
not a glorified trade union. The one aim 
represented in their minds through the 
generations had been the upholding of the 





great art of the architect’s craft. It had been 
constantly borne in mind that the talent of 
the architect, be it good or bad, could 
enrich or impoverish the lives of the public, 
as, from architecture, as distinct from any 
other art, there was no escape. They 
sought to see that their standard of desiga 
was as high as their attainments and 
opportunities allowed.

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FINANCING DEVELOPMENT 
Mr. C. M. Rait’s Address to the Institute of Builders 


A TALK on ‘ Financing Development’ 
“ was given by Mr. Cecit M. Ralr, 

C, TD, to a meeting of the Institute of 
Builders held at the British Institute of 
Management, 8, Hill-street, W1, on 
November 21, with the President, Mr. 
H. S. Oddie, in the chair. We take the 
following extracts from Mr. ‘Rait’s 
remarks: 

| do not propose—in fact, I am not 
capable of doing so—to deal with what I 
cal! building finance. By that, I mean the 
financing of specific building projects or 
the erection of specific buildings. I am 
going to deal with this subject of develop- 
ment finance from the point of view of 
industrial finance generally. 

It seems to me that the chief problem 
facing the industrialist seeking finance is 
insufficient knowledge and understanding 
of the facilities available: to him and of 
the uses to which they can and should be 
put; and I am referring here to the small 
and the medium-sized undertaking. I 
think that the big corporations are 
usually adequately equipped and provided 
for in the field of capital raising. What 
[ propose to do is to describe the facilities 
available to the credit-worthy seeker of 
capital in their various forms, and to out- 
line the considerations which are most 
likely to influence the provider of capital 
in his, the provider’s, choice of invest- 
ment. You will understand, therefore, 
that I am treating my subject more from 
the point of view of the capitalist than 
from that of the industrialist, because I 
hope thereby to be able to give you a 
clearer conception than appears to exist 
in the minds of some industrialists as to 
what constitutes a worthy subject for the 
ministrations of the capitalist. 


A Selling Process 


In its essentials, the provision of capi- 
tal is a manufacturing and selling process 
strictly comparable with any such other. 
The raw material is the calculated value 
of the assets, earning capacity and poten- 
tialities of a business. The finished pro- 
ducts are the stocks, shares and other 
securities which represent that value in a 
negotiable or marketable form. They 
have to be so devised as to conform to 
fashion trends, to attract customers and 
to give them satisfaction in just the same 
way as any other manufactured article, 
but with this marked difference: most 
manufactured articles are considered 
satisfactory if they last for a few years 
and wear well in the meantime; securities, 
in Many cases—I would almost say in 
most cases—are expected to last for ever 
and to increase in value with the passage 
of time. 

I have drawn this analogy (which I 
think you can probably develop in detail 
yourselves to a surprising degree if you 
just think about it) in order to emphasise 
that the business of finance, properly con- 
ducted, calls for a standard of expertise 
and experience just as high as does any 
other manufacturing business. It there- 
fore stands to reason that the industrialist 
seeking finance, whose expert knowledge 


is normally confined to his own manufac- 
turing and trading problems, should 
regard the problem of capital raising as 
one for other experts, whose advice and 
assistance is, I hope to show, freely avail- 
able to him. 


Types of Capital Available 


I come now to the types of capital 
available to industry, to their particular 
uses and the sources from which they can 
be obtained. They are divisible roughly 
into two main categories—temporary 
finance and permanent or semi-perma- 
nent capital. 


Speaking broadly, temporary finance 
should be sought only for requirements 
the cost of which is self-liquidating over 
a comparatively short period. It should 
not be used for the acquisition of fixed or 
capital assets, such as buildings, plant, 
machinery and durable equipment, nor 
for providing the hard core of permanent 
working capital which is essential to any 
business. 

The facilities provided by the joint 
stock banks are the most usual and often 
the cheapest type of temporary finance, 
particularly when it takes the form of a 
bank overdraft. A bank overdraft limits 
the borrower’s liability at any given time 
to his exact requirements of the moment; 
and it is therefore an ideal way of financ- 
ing seasonal sales or purchases and of 
anticipating an introduction of permanent 
capital, the amount of which has yet to 
be assessed. 

Bills of Exchange.—Another means of 
temporary finance is the acceptance 
credit, and the currency, so to speak, of 
the acceptance credit is the bill of ex- 
change. The bill of exchange, of course, 
is a very usual method of financing 
foreign trade, but one which can also be 
used internally in appropriate cases. What 
happens is that an approved borrower is 
permitted to draw a bill, which is literally 
a promise to pay, on an accepting house 
who, by accepting the bill, guarantees 
payment at its maturity. The bill, thus 
accepted by a recognised accepting house, 
becomes a ‘ prime bank bill,’ and that can 
be discounted in the London Discount 
Market by the drawer, who thus obtains 
his money at once in consideration of a 
low rate of interest to the accepting house 
and a small discounting charge. 

‘Customers and suppliers can also be a 
source of temporary finance to the extent 
that they may be willing respectively to 
expedite payments or to give extended 
credit; but they, too, can draw or accept 
bills of exchange, known in this case as 
‘trade bills, as one means of accom- 
modating their business associates. I 
recognise that the facilities for discount- 
ing such trade bills are not as plentiful as 
they used to be, and this form of trading 


has become less prevalent of recent years; - 


but there is, to my mind, no valid reason 
why it should not be encouraged in 
appropriate circumstances. 
Hire-purchase Facilities. 
—Now, whether or not hire-purchase 
facilities should be deemed to be tempor- 
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ary finance is a matter of opinion. They 
are used, in most instances, to acquire 
fixed assets, and they thus transform 
themselves ultimately into the equivalent 
of permanent capital; but, on the other 
hand, they could hardly be said to consti- 
tute permanent capital at the outset. It 
only goes to show how narrow the divid- 
ing line between the two main types of 
capital can sometimes be. This form of 
finance is apt to be regarded as compara- 
tively expensive, and it is perhaps more - 
suited to the smaller business which can- 
not easily obtain other forms of credit. 

This part of my talk on temporary 
finance would not be complete without a 
brief reference to the merchant banks, to 
the confirming houses, import and export 
merchants, and similar agencies, many of 
which can and do provide or procure tem- 
porary facilities, particularly in the field 
of export finance. 

Permanent and Semi-permanent Capi- 
tal—Now I come to permanent and semi- 
permanent capital. They divide them- 
selves into three main categories: 
retained profits, loan capital and share 
capital, and in the case of the two latter, 
that is loan and share capital, there are 
of course various sub-categories. Their 
suitability varies according to the circum- 
stances and requirements of each separate 
company, and, as I have already indi- 
cated, the average industrialist needs the 
services of a specialist in capital structure 
and capital raising to advise him as to 
the form of capital which will best suit 
his particular case. 

Retained or undistributed profits need 
little explanation. They are represented 
in a company’s balance sheet by the 
carry-forward on the profit and loss 
accounts and by reserves; in these forms 
they are in the nature of semi-permanent 
capital, but they can be made permanent 
by conversion into a suitable class of 
share capital—what is called capitalisa- 
tion of reserves. 

Loan Capital 

Under the heading of loan capital are 
included mortgages, debentures, mort- 
gage debentures and various types of loan 
stocks and notes, secured and unsecured. 
I do not want to blind you with jargon, 
but I would say that all these fall nowa- 
days into the semi-permanent eategory, 
because irredeemable loans or loans 
redeemable only at the borrowing com- 
pany’s option are now very rare. 

Share Capital.—Share capital may be 
divided broadly into preference, or pre- 
ferred, shares and ordinary, or equity, 
shares. Share capital is usually perma- 
nent capital, though preference capital 
may sometimes be redeemable by the 
same means as loan capital, or, more 
rarely, at the option of the company. 
Preference and preferred shares normally 
carry the right, in priority to the ordinary 
shares, to a fixed rate of dividend and to 
a return of capital in a winding-up or 
liquidation—that is, in priority to the 
ordinary shares. 

In most companies, the ordinary 
shares, sometimes called by other names, 
such as deferred shares, are entitled to 
everything that remains, of both distribut- 
able profits and of assets, in a winding-up, 
after the rights of the priority share- 
holders have been met. 





Sources of Capital 


Since savings, individual or corporate, 
voluntary or compulsory, are the only 
true source of permanent capital, to des- 


cribe the so-called sources is really to des- | 


cribe the channels through which capital 
flows into industry. With the growth of 
industrial investment, the private investor 
soon needed advice in his choice and 
needed a means of spreading his risk; and 
the industrialist wanted help in creating 
his securities and finding purchasers for 
them. Out of these needs there came into 
being the investment trust, which invested 
its funds in a multitude of diverse under- 
takings and whose own shares therefore 
provided a risk-spreading investment for 
the individual. There came into being 
the issuing house—or its equivalent, the 
issuing stockbroker—which specialised in 
devising suitable capital structures for in- 
dustrial concerns and selling the resulting 
securities. 


In more recent years, the gradual par- 
tial elimination of the private investor as 
the result of increasing taxation has 
reached a stage where the former private 
capitalist has today been very largely 
replaced by the small saver, who can do 
no more than set aside a little money 
each week or month to buy life insurance 
or to contribute towards a pension or a 
retirement endowment. In the aggregate, 
these small savings are substantial, and 
considerable sums thus accumulate in the 
hands of the insurance companies and 
pension funds, making them now a very 
important channel for industrial capital. 

Many institutional investors are not 
always readily accessible to the individual 
industrialist seeking capital; he needs an 
intermediary who can, if necessary, 
spread his securities among all types of 
investors and provide a_ subsequent 
market for them through the medium of 
the stock exchanges, and that inter- 
mediary is the issuing house or the issu- 
ing stockbroker. 


Now, this machinery for capital raising 
appeared to suffice until the early ’30’s, 
when what was called the Macmillan 
Report drew attention to a gap in the 
facilities of the capital market where the 
requirements of the smaller companies 
were concerned. Their securities, even 
when quoted on the stock exchanges, 
were apt to lack marketability and there- 
fore were unacceptable to many invest- 
tors. As a result, there came into being 
what are now known as_ industrial 
development companies. The main 
function is to provide out of their own 
resources permanent or semi-permanent 
development capital for companies 
which, by reason of their small size or 
otherwise, cannot obtain it through the 
issue market. 


Since the second World War, another 
situation has arisen. It seems that the 
Macmillan Gap, owing to a combina- 
tion of factors, has become apparent at 
a higher: level of industrial capital re- 
quirements. The result is that the 
emphasis has moved, to a considerable 
extent, from the public issue and there- 
fore from the issuing house as the more 
usual means of raising capital, to the 
facilities of the industrial development 
company. 


By that, I hope I have made it clear 
that the services of an issuing house are 
more particularly applicable to public 
companies, whose permanent and semi- 
permanent capital requirements can be 
raised by public issue or by similar plac- 
ing operations of a size which will ensure 
a reasonable degree of marketability for 
the resulting securities and justify their 
quotation on a stock exchange. The ser- 
vices of the industrial development com- 
pany are more likely to be of use to pri- 
vate companies, though they can of 
course be equally helpful to the smaller 
public companies. 


The next thing the industrialist should 
know is what a financial house looks for 
in an undertaking seeking its services. 
The normal basic requirements are (1) 
that the undertaking should be established 
on a commercial basis and capable of 
further development; (2) have a satisfac- 
tory record of trading covering at least 
three years—it does not necessarily mean 
that a profit must have been earned in 
each of those years; and (3) be under 
competent and continuing management. 


In the industrial field few, if any, 
financial institutions are prepared to 
sponsor business of a purely speculative 
character: that includes the financing 
of new and untried processes or inven- 
tions. 


The prospective supplier of capital will 
naturally seek to satisfy himself, usually 
by an investigation by accountants and 
other experts, that the business con- 
cerned will provide an adequate return 
on the capital to be invested. Such an 
investigation will normally produce the 
necessary information as to development 
potential, earning capacity and condition 
and adequacy of assets which may be 
needed to substantiate the first two basic 
requirements to which I referred, that is 
to say that it should be established on a 
commercial basis and have a satisfactory 
record of trading. But it is in assessing 
the ability of the management, which is 
by far the most important prerequisite, 
that the financier has to exercise his own 
particular skill. 


We in the world of finance, as the 
providers of capital, regard it as the first 
essential that we should be satisfied as to 
the management. 


Efficiency of Management 


I think it is no exaggeration to say that 
the efficiency of the management is re- 
flected throughout every phase of a com- 
pany’s operations from research and 
planning, through buying and all stages 
of production in the presentation of the 
products and right down to sales organi- 
sation and methods. Accordingly, the 
prudent investor regards it as essential to 
study on the spot the physical conditions 
under which a company operates. 


Administrative ability, evidenced by 
quick and accurate accountancy, good 
costing and stock control systems and 
up to-date returns, is another feature of 
good management; elaborate and costly 
mechanical aids are by no means always 
an essential means of achieving it. They 
can easily result in a superfluity of com- 
plicated statistics which may easily tend 
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to confuse more than they clarify. As/ 
often as not, the instinctive knowledge 

of an experienced staff is of far more 
value than a mass of statistical returns, 

the production of which may add to over- 

heads without offering any compensating 

saving in time or labour. I am saying all 

this to show you the ‘ mental gymnastics” 
that we go through when we are consider. 
ing financing a business. 


Expansion and Development 


The current emphasis in industry is on 
reduction of prices and profit margias 
and, in bringing this about, expansion can 
play an important part. Higher output 
and increased productivity resulting in 
greater turnover and lower overheads are | 
the only effective counters to the growing” 
costs of labour, raw materials and fuel 
and power. Accordingly, the potential ” 
investor asks himself a series of ques- 
tions. _Does the company concerned pos- 
sess means of development—that is to say, 
additional factory space or land on which 
to build it? Has it access to more raw 
materials? Are wider markets available 
to it? If so, is the management capable 
of exploiting these facilities? If the com- | 
pany’s figures show apparent power of 
growth, is that growth one of volume or 
merely of value in terms of a depreciated 
currency? Is it the result of the special 
non-recurring conditions, or is it the 
natural expansion of a well-conducted 
growing business? 

The last, but by no means the least 
important, aspects of management in the 
eyes of the potential financier are con- 
tinuity and succession. Will the present 
successful management continue to 
operate as heretofore? Is this continuity 
secured by contract and incentive as far 
as key individuals are concerned? If, by 
accident or the effluxion of time, these 
individuals cease to function, are there 
others coming on who can adequately re- 
place them? That is the sort of thing 
which we have to watch for. 


There is one other development in 
capital raising which is a direct outcome 
of the present heavy incidence of taxa- 
tion. 1 refer here to the provision of 
funds to enable the proprietors of indus- 
trial enterprises to meet estate duties 
present or future. 


The functions of a reputable financial 
house do not cease with the completion 
of a capital-raising operation. It likes 
its client to feel that it is always avail- 
able for further consultation and advice 
and, of course, it takes every possible step 
to protect its own or the public’s invest- 
ment. To this end it may ask for repre- 
sentation on its client’s board or to ap- 
point a financial adviser, through whom 
jt may seek to exercise some measure of 
control over such things as dividend 
policy, indiscriminate capital expenditure 
and excessive increases in management 
and staff remuneration. 


In conclusion, Mr. Rait said: I hope 
that I have succeeded in making one 
thing clear, and that is that to the credit- 
worthy applicant the sources from or 
through which he can obtain capital, tem- 
porary or permanent, which his require- 
ments, his achievements and his prospects 
justify, are still reasonably plentiful.

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Discussion 


Mr. P. E. TRENCH: Would the speaker 
© give us some information on whether it is 
possible in this industry of ours (where 
many millions are locked up in retention 
moneys and thereby lost to us) for any 
finance house to use promissory notes 
whereby we can get back money rightly 
ours and use it as capital? 


Mr. RaiT: It is not a thing of which 
1 have had any experience myself, but J 
should imagine that it would not be im- 
possible to find such financial institutions. 
lt is not unlike acceptance business, 
really, and whether or not the accepting 
houses do undertake that business I do 
not know. Some of you may know about 
that yourselves. But retention moneys, 
which are regarded as ‘good money,’ have 
a present value, and that, I think, is the 
short answer. In other words, you would 
discount your right to these retention 
moneys. I should have thought that was 
practicable business, speaking generally. 


Mr. C. J. DrEwitT: I am wondering 
what the prospects are for the old-estab- 
lished family building business, shall we 
say, Which wishes to expand and, for 
example, -build a substantial new works, 
wnen the banks do not grant long-term 
loans. Where would be the best place to 
go to obtain that loan—from a company 
such as yours, Sir, or from one of the 
insurance companies? 


Mr. Ratt: I should say from one of 
the industrial development companies, 
and in that sense a company such as my 
own, or such as the industrial develop- 
ment company in our own group. I do 
not say it is a ‘snip,’ but it is the kind of 
business they do consider in other fields 
of industry, and I see no reason why in 
appropriate cases it should not be done in 
this field. In fact, I think that I am right 
in saying it has been done in this field 
in some instances. 


American Methods 


Mr. J. C. Perr: In view of the criti- 
cism we often hear with regard to Ameri- 
can methods and our own in financing 
new developments and inventions, do you 
think finance in this country adequately 
covers new inventions and development? 


Mr. Rait: I can answer that in a single 
sentence: no, I do not think it does. 


Mr. PERT: What are we going to do 
about it? 


Mr. RaitT: There is a Government- 
sponsored fund which is supposed to pro- 
vide for that sort of thing. I am quite 
certain in my own mind that it is entirely 
inadequate. As I said, I think that the 
most effective way is for the inventor or 
patentor to find a business or an industry 
which is going to benefit as a result of 
his invention and to get it exploited 
through that business or that industry, 
because the record of achievement of an 
existing business is to our minds a much 
safer shelf on which to lay our invest- 
ment than the lap of an inventor.

1958 BRUSSELS 
EXHIBITION 
Site Work Begins on British 
Section 


HE Brussels Exhibition will be far more 
than a trade fair. It will demonstrate 
the contribution which the nations of the 
world have made to the advancement of 
mankind and to better international under- 
standing,’ said Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, MP, 
President of the Board of Trade, speaking 
at a ceremony in London on November 20, 
to inaugurate work on the British site of the 
1958 Brussels Universal and International 
Exhibition. 

Mr. Thorneycroft continued: ‘Great 
Britain and her industry have played a great 
part in human progress. At Brussels in 
1958 both Government and private industry 
are determined that our contribution shall 
be worthy of our achievements and of our 
future. No great trading nation can afford 
to ignore the opportunity which the Brussels 
Exhibition affords. We certainly do not in- 
tend to do so. 

‘ The British site at Brussels will be chiefly 
given over to two pavilions. The British 
Government Pavilion which will display 
our way of life and our contribution to civili- 
sation, and the British Industries Pavilion 
which will show the part which industry has 
played, is playing and will play in the future 
in making that way of life possible. 

‘Seventeen months still separate us from 
the opening of the Exhibition in April, 1958. 
It is none too long. I believe that our 
Belgian friends have been at work on this 
project since 1952, and I know that we who 
are organising the British display already 
have many months of hard work behind us. 
In fact time is running short. I hope that 
those sections of British industry who still 
propose to show the world what they can do 
at Brussels will lose no time in deciding to 
play their part in ensuring that the industrial 
pavilion is all that it should be. 

‘About 50 nations and international or- 
ganisations will be represented at Brussels 
in 1958. Great Britain has taken one of the 
largest sites in the Exhibition grounds. Our 
purpose is to show the 30 million people 
who are expected to visit the Exhibition from 
all parts of the world a sample of what is 
best in our national life and of what Great 
Britain is giving to the peoples of the world.’ 
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PETROL AND OIL 


Effects of Rationing on the Building 
Industry 


UILDING firms will come under the 
second of the four allowance categories 
announced by the Minister of Fuel and 
Power, with a basic allowance of 200 miles 
. per month plus 100 supplementary per car, 
to be issued en bloc and allocated internally 
as required. In the higher, or priority, group 
come Local Government officials responsible 
for public health, sewerage, water and main- 
tenance of pipelines, with an allocation of 
600 miles per month; this includes the 200 
basic. 

A supplementary allowance is obtainable 
for industrial uses which includes plant and 
machinery. This should be applied for on 
form PR1 obtainable from the Post Office. 

According to Mr. Aubrey Jones, the Fuel 
Minister, every effort will be made to com- 
bat, by the issue of extra allowances, cases 
of hardship, where employment is endan- 
. gered or production and livelihood are 
threatened. Claims for these allowances 
cannot be considered before January 1. 

Holders of C class licences may apply for 
a B licence if they can prove that by so 
doing a saving of petrol will result. This, 
with some co-operation between owners, 
may, it is thought, help to solve some of the 
longer haulage problems that cannot be 
absorbed by the railways. 

Trucks, vans, etc., and all vehicles requir- 
‘ing an A, B, C or PSV licence will be 
assessed for allocation by their Regional 
Office of the Ministry of Transport and Civil 
Aviation. 


Appeal for Larger Ration 

In spite of all possible economies, there is 
the fear that building operations may be 
hampered unless the industry is given some 
special consideration in the light of the fact 
that petrol and oil are used almost 
exclusively, with no reasonable alternative, 
for the transport of men and materials to 
sites and for power for plant, mixers, hoists, 
etc. There is talk among building employers 
of making representations to the Govern- 
ment for special treatment; basing their case 
on the fact that they are less able than other 
industries to use alternative forms of fuel. 

Not only will builders be hit but also their 
suppliers, the manufacturers of materials, 
and delivery organisations, who will be 
allowed less than 50 per cent. of their 
normal eonsumption of fuel. 


Non-Industrial Heating 


As announced by the Minister of Fuel and 
Power to Parliament on November 20, 
deliveries of gas/diesel oil and fuel oil for 
non-industrial heating have been cut by one- 
third and one-quarter respectively from 
Saturday, December 1. At present, the cut 
in each case is one-tenth. The cuts will not 
apply to buildings for the care of the aged 
and sick such as hospitals, nursing and old 
people’s homes, and the cut in deliveries to 
schools will remain at 10 per cent. 

These cuts are part of the measures 
designed to share out our diminished sup- 
plies of oil with the least harm to produc- 
tion and employment. Gas/diesel and fuel 
oils are used especially in industry, trans- 
port and food production, and it is therefore 
essential to make the biggest possible sav- 


ings: in the non-industrial field. For this 
reason exceptions can be made only in the 
most extreme cases. They will not be 
allowed on grounds of discomfort only. 

Examples of premises to which the cuts 
will apply are:— 

Flats, houses and other domestic premises; 
hotels, boarding houses, restaurants, inns, 
canteens and other places of lodging or 
refreshment, in which places the cut may 
also affect cooking. ; 

Theatres, swimming baths, ice rinks, holi- 
day camps, dance halls, race tracks and other 
places of entertainment or recreation; 

Office buildings, shops, exhibition centres, 
stores, warehouses and other business 
premises. Special account will be taken, 
however, of, for example, the need to main- 
tain certain temperatures for the storage or 
processing of food or medical supplies; 

Churches and other places of worship, 
libraries, clubs, institutes and learned socie- 
ties, museums and art galleries; 

Government and Local Authority build- 
ings, prisons and institutions. 


METERED WATER FOR 
BUILDING 


Crawley Firm Wins Appeal 


(THE Minister of Housing and Local 

Government has informed Messrs. 
James Longley and Co., Ltd., builders and 
contractors, of Crawley, Sussex, of his 
decision in respect of an official inquiry held 
in July before a Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government Inspector into water 
charges imposed by the Cuckfield Rural 
District Council at the Redifon Factory site 
and at the Technical College site, Crawley. 
At the inquiry it was stated that the Cuck- 
field RDC charged by assessment based on 
the value of the building contract. Messrs. 
James Longley and Co., Ltd., sought to 
have the charge decided by metering. 

In giving his decision regarding both sites 
the Minister states that he has considered 
the company’s representations and those 
made by the rural district council and that 
he is satisfied in these particular cases that 
it would be reasonable that the charges 
for the water should be based on meter 
readings. He has accordingly determined, 
in pursuance of his powers under Section 27 
of the Water Act, 1945, that the charges 
for the supply of water for use in ‘the erec- 
tion of the Redifon Factory and of the 
Technical College shall be based on the 
reading of the meter installed by the council 
and that the charges in each case should 
be ‘4s. 6d. per thousand gallons. 

The Minister adds: ‘If the council pro- 
vided their own meter in pursuance of 
Section 134 of the Public Health Act of 
1936, the charges for their doing so shall 
be in accordance with their scales now in 
force.” The Minister states that for the 
supply of water taken during the period 
before the installation of the meter on the 
Technical College site, an addition shall be 
made to the meter readings based on an 
estimate of consumption to be agreed 
between the company and the council. 

The cases are the subject of separate 
decisions by the Minister and it is pointed 
out that his decision in both instances ‘ must 
not be regarded as committing him to any 
general policy regarding the metering of 
building supplies.’ 
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PIPED WATER 


Good Progress in Supply to House- 
holds 


Goop progress in providing piped water 
supplies and sewerage schemes was reported 
on November 30 by Mr. J. ENocH POWELL, 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government. Mr. 
Powell was opening a new pumping and 
filtration station at Pen-y-cae, and in- 
augurating the Tai Nant rural water supply 
scheme provided by the Wrexham and East 
Denbighshire Water Co. 

Mr. Powell said that the company and the 
local authorities had, between them, reduced 
almost to vanishing point the number of 
families in the area of supply which were 
without piped water. ‘This is part of a 
process which has been going on generally 
at a good speed, particularly in the last five 
years, during which the number of house- 
holds in the country lacking piped water has 
been halved. I am confident it will be 
halved again in the next few years. 

‘The extension of piped water and in- 
crease in the volume of supply which is 
happening here, and throughout the country, 
while it solves some problems, creates new 
ones. We can never isolate the provision 
of water from the disposal of water and our 
rate of investment in reservoirs, pumping 
stations and water mains must always be 
matched—at some periods indeed more than 
matched—by expenditure upon installations 
to purify the used water, the sewage and the 
effluent, before they find their way back into 
our streams and rivers. 

‘In the last financial year,’ Mr. Powell 
added, ‘while £22m. was authorised to be 
expended in England and Wales on water 
schemes—that figure of course is exclusive 
of most of the work done by water com- 
panies as opposed to other water under- 
takers—no less than £30m. were authorised 
for sewerage.’

Two Points of View 


LDERMEN of two Labour councils 
clashed at Southwark Town Hall 
recently over whether a tenant had the right 
to do his own interior decorations if he 
wanted to, and so keep his rent down, or 
whether men belonging to the painters’ 
union should do the job at the ratepayers’ 
expense. 

Representing the London Committee of 
the National Society of Painters in a deputa- 
tion to Southwark council was Ald. W. R. 
Allen, chairman of Camberwell Council’s 
Building Development Committee. Repre- 
senting Southwark council was Ald. L. J. 
Styles, leader and chairman of the finance 
committee. 

The painters lost their case, after each 
aiderman had criticised the other’s policy. 
Mr. ALLEN condemned Southwark for their 
‘private landlordism and Tory’ attitude of 
allowing their tenants to do their own paint- 
ing, and supplying materials to them. 

Mr. STYLES replied: ‘It is not a question 
of breaking trade union rules. It is a ques- 
tion of what individual tenants should have 
the right to do in their own flats, or have 
the council do it—and get their rents raised. 
After some of the things that have been said 
here, I think I have a right to point out that 
rents in Camberwell flats are nearly double 
those in Southwark.’ 


PROFESSIONAL 


ENGINEERING 
‘Golden Opportunities for Youth’ 


({ OLDEN opportunities will arise for 

youth in the future in the field of pro- 
fessional engineering, according to the presi- 
dent of the Engineers’ Guild, Mr. BryaN 
DonkKIN, MIEE, AMICE. 

Mr. Donkin, addressing the Northern Ire- 
land Branch of the Engineers’ Guild in Bel- 
fast, said: ‘A recent Government report 
estimated that 70 per cent. more professional 
engineers would be required in the next ten 
years, and double the present-day number 
by 1970. Obviously there are golden oppor- 
tunities in this field for young men of ability. 

‘I understand from engineers who have 
returned from Russia that there are enor- 
mous developments in that country in techni- 
cal manpower and the inducements which 
are being offered to suitable candidates for 
training as professional engineers. 

‘The recent Government report on scien- 
tific and engineering manpower in Great 
Britain provides sad reading for engineers. 
The report indicates the comparatively 
small proportions in which qualified scien- 
tists and engineers are employed in industry. 
The highest is the Atomic Energy Authority 
with 10.9 per cent., then mineral oil refining 
with 2.5 per cent., after which are the elec- 
tricity, chemical, and aircraft industries with 
between 2 and 3 per cent. Constructional 
engineering is only 1.5 per cent. The other 
astonishing fact is the smali extent to which 
engineers are employed in the control of 
industry. 

‘What is the remedy? The all-important 
matter is surely that of the status of the 
engineer in the eyes of the community. 
‘Perhaps the most important function of 





the Engineers’ Guild is to serve as a “ public 
relations wing” for professional engineers 
as a whole. The Guild is working to secure 
publicity for the professional engineer and 
acknowledgement of his part in engineering 
undertakings. It also seeks to ensure that 
salaries are properly related to the respon- 
sibilities borne, and that the higher manage- 
ment posts are open to engineers, equally 
with members of any other profession.’ 


ROOFING 
CONTRACTORS 


Annual Dinner 


(GG ROSVENOR HOUSE, London, was the 
scene of the annual dinner of the 
National Federation of Roofing Contractors 
on November 28, at which Mr. C. G. Stirk, 
president of the Federation, was in the chair. 
Mr. N. HANNEN, BA, MIOB, president of 
the National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers, before proposing ‘the Federa- 
tion ’, spoke of the relations between the two 
federations, of their conformity of interests 
and problems and their common anxiety 
over the ‘ credit-squeeze.” ‘We all want,’ he 
said, ‘ each and every job to be fully planned 
before we start; we do not. want the build- 
ing owner to change his mind once work has 
begun; and we want to be paid promptly. 
We have shown that we work far better 
without controls and we hope therefore that 
they will never return.’ 

Mr. Hannen referred to the work of the 
Federation in the education of young crafts- 
men, and of the recent discussions with the 
City and Guilds of London Institute on the 
subject of courses and examinations for 
slaters and tilers, and hoped that this would 
lead to a permanent liaison with the Insti- 
tute. 

Mr. C. G. StTirK, replying, said that there 
was one thing a roofing contractor couldn’t 
do—tell a builder anything! He intended 
to try nevertheless. The speaker analysed 
the title NFRC. National he said, meant 
just that, covering the nation, with represen- 
tation in all parts of the country. Federa- 
tion was, and now he quoted a dictionary, ‘a 
union working for a common cause, a body 
with a common purpose’; that purpose was 
the protection of people. Roofing, the 
normal cover offering protection and the last 
to be blamed for dampness working from 
the bottom upwards. Contractors; ‘the 
stmple souls who do the job.’ He ended 
with a reference to the motto of the Federa- 
tion ‘Finis Coronat Opus’ meaning for the 
Federation, the roof is a building’s crown- 
ing glory. 

‘The guests,’ was proposed by Mr. A. N. 
TOwNSLEY, ACA, and replied to by Mr. 
T. M. Swain, president, Building Industry 
Distributors, who thought that shortly after 
Christmas there would be large-scale unem- 
ployment in all business as well as building 
due to the petrol shortage. The builder 
without his transport for men and materials 
couldn’t carry on, consequently something 
should be done to secure a higher priority 
than was already recognised for the industry.

SURVEYORS IN LOCAL 
GOVERNMENT 
A Paper at the RICS 


A PAPER on ‘ The Chartered Surveyor in 

Local Government’ was given by Mr. 
Haro_p E. G. Stripe, AMICE, FRICS, 
MIMunf, at a meeting of the Royal Institu- 
tion of Chartered Surveyors, held in London 
on December 3. 

Mr. Stripp summarised his conclusions 
as follows: ‘I have reached the end of a 
paper in which I have attempted, all too 
inadequately, to indicate the place of the 
surveyor in that intricate network of over 
1,000 authorities of wide diversity of size and 
function which forms the pattern of local 
government in this country. I have tried 
to show the younger member of our great 
profession the scope afforded him in local 
government if he elects to find his future 
career in a sphere which will provide him 
with a great variety of professional] work. 

‘I have endeavoured, not too imperti- 
nently, I hope, to enlighten those of our 
professional brethren who devote so much 
of their time to the work of the Council 
of our Institution, its standing committees 
and its branches, as to the part which sur- 
veyors in local government can play in 
the future of our profession. 

‘Lastly, I have striven to show that a 
closer understanding by our members in 
private practice of the duties and responsi- 
bilities of their colleagues in the public 
service will react to our mutual advantage 
and to the enhanced prestige of the Institu- 
tion. If in these endeavours I have been 
successful, my efforts will have been amply 
rewarded.’ 


‘COUNCIL HOUSES TOO DEAR’ 
Evesham Investigating Economies 


Ways of cutting £60 off the cost of each 
new council house built by Evesham Rural 
District Council are being investigated, fol- 
lowing a warning by the Ministry of Hous- 
ing and Local Government that present 
costs are too high. This was disclosed at 
a meeting of the District Council, when an 
assurance was given that local builders 
would be able to tender in fair competition 
if new specifications were laid down. 

Mr. J. SHARP, housing committee chair- 
man, reported that a meeting had taken place 
with a representative from the London office 
of the Minister of Housing at the latter’s 
request. ‘The Ministry were concerned 
about the tenders which the Council were 
submitting for the erection of council dwel- 
lings which were persistently higher than the 
general leve] for rural housing, the average 
being about £60 per house. In view of this, 
the Ministry had approved recent tenders 
with considerable reluctance, and would not 
be prepared to continue doing so. 

‘It was explained,’ said Mr. Sharp, ‘ that 
the surveyor was at the moment investigat- 
ing what savings could be made in council 
house construction, and the Ministry officials 
appreciated the action which was being 
taken. A further point which was raised 
with the officers of the Ministry was 
the question of outstanding loan sanction, 
and the officer from Whitehall promised to 
investigate this matter and do what he could 
to expedite the issue of loan sanctions.’

NEWPORT AND BARRY 
DOCKS | 


£1,365,000 Improvement Scheme 


IHE British Transport Commission have 

approved the provision of additional 

port facilities costing £1,365,000 at Newport 

and Barry Docks, South Wales. Details 
are as follows: 


Newport 


The works will involve the expenditure of 
£1,100,000 on the provision of transit sheds, 
of quay cranes and other mechanical equip- 
ment, and on improved road and rail 
access. These works will comprise:— 

South Quay, South Dock.—The layout of 
this quay is to be improved and a single- 
storey transit shed, 600 ft. long and 100 ft. 
wide will be constructed and equipped with 
two overhead gantry cranes, mobile cranes, 
fork lift trucks, and electric trucks. Twenty 
electric level luffing quay cranes, of 6 tons 
lifting capacity, with a working radius of 
70 ft. and capable of dealing with the many 


cargo liner vessels which regularly trade to 
the port, will be installed. Access to the 
quay by rail and road vehicles will be re- 
modelled so as to eliminate the existing level 
crossings and the road will be widened to 
35 ft. 

North Quay, North Dock.—The hydraulic 
cranes now at this quay, which is used by 
smaller classes of vessels, will be replaced by 
electric cranes displaced from the South 
Quay. A single-storey transit shed, 220 ft. 
long and 75 ft. wide, equipped with mobile 
mechanical cargo-handling equipment, will 
be constructed for the reception of import 
and export traffic. 


Barry 


A new berth, costing £265,000, is to be 
provided at Barry for vessels laden with 
bulk dry cargoes such as imported coal, 
scrap iron and steel, ores and chemicals. 

The new berth will be on the North Side 
of No. 2 Dock and will be 570 ft. long. It 
will be equipped with five electric quay 
cranes of 10 tons lifting capacity and 
specially designed for grab work. The 
cranes will have a radius of 70 ft. and will 
be able to load into railways trucks on five 
lines to be installed on the quay, the surface 
of which will be flushed in concrete to pro- 
vide easy access for road vehicles. 


EJMA 
Complaint of Softwood Quality 


THE annual general meeting of the Eng- 
lish Joinery Manufacturers’ Association (In- 
corporated) was held on November 22, at 
the May Fair Hotel, when Mr. Walter Hide, 
of Messrs. Hide & Co. (Blackpool) Ltd., the 
senior vice-president, was elected president 
in place of Lieut.-Col. S. R. Sharp, JP, of 
Messrs. Sharp Bros. & Knight Ltd., who had 
completed two years as president. 

COLONEL SHarP spoke of the difficulty 
which the trade was experiencing with regard 
to the quality of imported softwood. ‘We 
had already raised various points with the 
Timber Trade Federation,’ he said, ‘such 
as the question of unsatisfactory kiln-drying, 
but the response to our efforts had not been 
at all satisfactory, and the report dated 
November 13 issued by the National 
Softwood Importers’ Section in connection 
with the recent Amsterdam Conference, with 
particular reference. to classification of 
timber, was very disappointing.’ 

Mr. W. R. Price, of Messrs. Price Bros. & 
Co. (Penarth) Ltd., was re-elected vice-presi- 
dent, and Mr. G. Whitaker, JP, of Messrs.

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METAL CORROSION 


Call for Research on National 


Basis 
METALLIC corrosion is costing the 
United Kingdom about £600m. 


annually, and without prejudice to existing 
research centres a Corrosion Research 
Station on a truly national basis should be 
set up to tackle ‘the indisputably national 
character of the problem,’ Dr. W. H. J. 
VERNON told members of the Institution of 
Civil Engineers on November 29. 


He was speaking on ‘ Metallic Corrosion 
and Conservation’ and pointed out that the 
vast sum mentioned only represented the 
probable cost of maintenance of metal in- 
stallations, plus the cost of the equipment 
which corrosion makes unserviceable every 
year. 

The indirect costs of breakdowns in in- 
dustry from such items.as a perforation in a 
tube in a power station’s condenser caused 
by corrosion were incalculable. 


He suggested that the ‘corrosionist’ 
should become in Britain as normal a part 
of the industrial set-up as he was in 
America. 

“Amongst all the errors of design—and 
there are many—the most common is still 
that of coupling together dissimilar metals 
or alloys without regard to their nature or 
to the consequences that may follow when 
the assembly goes into service,’ he said, 
speaking of the way the juxtaposition of cer- 
tain metals will accelerate the, corrosion of 
one of them. 

‘Greater attention should be paid to the 
costs of corrosion control and an increasing 
aggregate cost is a healthy trend so long as 
it reduces the total costs of corrosion both 
direct and indirect. In painting surfaces 
suitable care at the sfart can make signifi- 
cant reductions in cost by lengthening the 
intervals between repainting. 

‘Combating corrosion by a system of 
electric currents known as cathodic protec- 
tion is one of the most promising fields for 
development. Not only can it prevent cor- 
rosion when installed from: the start, but, 
according to one expert, it has been em- 
ployed to suppress leaks which had de- 
veloped in bitumen-coated steel water pipes. 

‘In the seven previous years there had 
been 25 leaks each of which had cost about 
£500 to repair, including the cost of inter- 
ruption of operations, while it would have 
cost between £60,000 and £70,000 to replace 
the pipes. Cathodic protection was installed 
at a cost of £2,800 and protection is now 
assured for a running cost of £60 a year.’ 


HOUSING PROGRESS REPORT 
Completions in October 


THE Housing Summary presented to Par- 
liament as a White Paper* jointly by the 
Minister of Housing and Local Government 
and the Secretary of State for Scotland, 
shows that the number of permanent houses 
completed in Great Britain during October 
was 26,782 compared . with 27,336 in 
October, 1955. 

In the first 10 months of 1956, 245,261 
permanent houses were completed compared 
with 260,671 in the same period of 1955.

AN application of the vacuum concrete 


process—the first of its kind to be 
carried out—was completed recently on 
the Loch Quoich section of the North of 
Scotland Hydro-Electric Board’s Garry 
hydro-electric scheme. The_ problem 
which was solved by the adoption of the 
vacuum process was the placing of con- 
crete on the steep slope of a rockfill dam. 
The dam is 1,100 ft. long with a maxi- 
mum height of 110 ft. A 10 ft. wide 
roadway runs across the top and the up- 
stream face is battered to a slope of 
approximately 1 in 1.3 and the down- 
stream side to 1 in 1.4. Watertightness 
is achieved by means of a concrete cut- 
off trench set into the foundation rock 
along the upstream toe of the dam and a 
12 to 15 in. thick reinforced concrete 
membrane laid on the upstream face. 
The surface area of this membrane Is 
14,800 sq. yards and in order to avoid 
shrinkage and settlement cracks, it has

been made flexible by introducing con- 
struction joints at a maximum of 20 ft. 
centres both ways, these joints being 
made watertight by means of copper seals 
and bitumen filler. It was in the con- 
struction of this concrete membrane that 
the vacuum process was used so success- 
fully. 


Placing of the concrete membrane was 
carried out in two stages, the lower slabs 
comprising stage 1 and the remainder 
stage 2; the division of the work into 
these two stages enabled impounding to 
start before the top of the dam was 
finished. The first stage work was 
covered by a mobile 3-ton derrick with 
80-ft. jib running on a timber gantry 
situated halfway up the face of the 
dam, concrete being delivered by lorries 
carrying 1 cu. yd. skips, the points of 
delivery being suitable places on a road 
at the foot of the dam. 


Work on the second stage was covered 
by two fixed 7-ton derricks with 120-ft. 
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jibs which were erected on the top of the 
dam at the extreme seuth end, a distance 
of 90 ft. apart. As the work progressed 
one derrick was used to dismantle and re- 
erect the other 90 ft. further to the north. 
This method proved efficient, only ten 
hours being taken to dismantle and re- 
erect and only one day’s production lost 
whenever a derrick move was necessary. 
Concrete was delivered by locos pulling 
bogies carrying 1 cu. yd. skips and run- 
ning on a track laid just downstream of 
the top of the dam. The track was laid 
along its whole length and at the north 
end it turned off and ran straight under 
a 1 cu. yd. concrete batching plant fitted 
with two 1 cu. yd. wet hoppers with 
air-operated discharge doors, so arranged 
that two skips could be filled simul- 
taneously. 

Timber side and end forms 12 in. deep, 
incorporating the copper seals between 
the concrete panels, jwere laid on the 
battered slope of the upstream face and 
the vacuum was applied to special top 
shutters only. These shutters were 20 ft. 
long x 2 ft. wide and consisted of a ¢ in. 
thick waterproof plywood face screwed 
to a rolled steel channel frame. Holes 
14 in. in diameter were bored through the 
plywood at 3-ft. centres along the length 
of the shutter and a steel pipe, 14 in. in 
diameter with flange tee pieces inserted in 
its length in such positions that they coin- 
cided with the bored holes, was con- 
nected to the back of the shutter. One 
end of this pipe was blanked off and a 
vacuum gauge screwed into the plug, the 
other end being fitted with a quick release 
coupling for attachment to the vacuum 
manifold. The whole space between the 
channel frame and the plywood was filled 
with concrete to give the shutter extra 
weight and to seal the joints in the 14 in. 
dia. pipe, only the two ends of the pipe 
being left exposed. Two large lifting 
eyes were fitted so that when the shutter 
was lifted, it hung at the same slope as 
the dam face. 


Use of Special Shutters 


The front face of the plywood was 
sealed round its edges by 2 in. wide by 
4 in. thick timber strips bedded in 
* Bostik ’ and nailed to the plywood. The 
small air space required was formed by 
tacking a sheet of 16 gauge 4 in. mesh to 
the whole face and a screen of fly gauze 
was fixed on top of this to bridge the 
gaps in the mesh. Finally, a cover of 
unbleached linen was stretched across the 
face and tacked into position. 

Four of these special shutters were used 
on each bay. The procedure was to 
lower the first shutter into position at the 
bottom of the slab to be poured, fill it 
with concrete and apply the vacuum ; the 
next shutter was then dropped into posi- 
tion above the first and the operation 
repeated until all four shutters had been 
filled. By this time the first shutter was 
ready for stripping and this was lifted and 
placed into position above shutter num- 
ber 4 and the filling continued. With this 
method of leap-frogging shutters, a. com- 
plete bay could. be concreted in 24 hours. 


Vibration was used for the placing and 
also for a short time after vacuum had 
been applied, and it was found that as 
well as quickening the action of the pro- 
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cess, vibration was useful for sealing any 
small air leaks at the shutter. A vacuum 
reading of between 15 and 20 Hg. at the 
shutter was found to give a Satisfactory 
finish to the slab. 

The surface of the concrete immedi- 
ately after stripping the shutter was dry 
and dense, the pattern of the mesh and 
sealing strips on the shutter face being 
quite well defined on the surface. No 
special finish was attempted, and apart 
from generally cleaning up and remedial 
work the face was left as stripped. 

At the end of each day’s work the 
shutters, including the 14 in. dia. pipes, 
were well hosed down, the linen covers 
being left in position on the face unless 
they were ready for renewal; in which 
case the cover was stripped off and the 
opportunity taken to wire brush and 
clean the fly gauze and mesh. The 
average number of times the shutter 
could be used before the linen had to be 
renewed was 20 and the mesh and gauze 
after about 180 uses. The timber seal- 
ing strips round the edges, however, were 
constantly being damaged during hand- 
ling and had to be replaced fairly fre- 
quently. The total number of times each 
shutter was used over the whole period 
of the job was approximately 750, and at 
the end it was found that the plywood 
face was still in good condition and it 
was in fact stripped and used as stan- 
dard shuttering elsewhere on the job. 


Labour Employed 


During the second stage of the work, 
eight shutters were made to enable two 
bays to be poured simultaneously. Two 
gangs of four men were employed (one 
gang to each derrick) and each was res- 
ponsible for handling their own shutters, 
placing the concrete, applying and timing 
the vacuum, cleaning and maintaining the 
vacuum shutters. None of the men em- 
ployed had any previous experience with 
this type of concrete, but after a short 
time became proficient at the work.

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The vacuum was applied at the shutters 
by means of two rotary pumps of 348 cu. 
ft./min. and 275 cu. ft./min. capacity 
and driven by 25 and 15h.p. electric 
motors. During stage 1, the pumps were 
situated in positions that would necessi- 
tate a minimum of moving about, but 
during stage 2 they were placed in one 
position only. Two pumps were placed 
on the dam, one at each end about half- 
way up the upstream face and 700 ft. 
apart. They were linked together by a 
main 3 in. dia. screwed jointed pipe fitted 
with tee offsets and valves at about every 
80 ft. along its length. 3 in. dia. flexible 
pipes were connected to these offsets as 
required and led to the vicinity of the bay 
being concreted, where a six-valve 14 in. 
dia. reduction manifold was finally used

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to link the shutters to the vacuum supply. 
Two tanks were fitted in the main line in 
positions close to the pumps to collect the 
water drawn out of the concrete. One 
man was employed part time to look after 
the pumps and pipe line, which gave very 
little trouble under normal conditions. 
There was, however, a great tendency for 
the water in the pipe lines to freeze when 
the outside air temperature fell below 
38 deg. F., causing a loss of vacuum at 
the shutters. A considerable amount of 
time and labour was spent during the 
winter months endeavouring to keep the 
lines free. Steam heating the aggregate 
to be used in the concrete was very help- 
ful and it was found important to avoid 
opening the line to the atmosphere once f 
the vacuum had been applied. 









































Production Figures 


The actual production figures for the 
concreting of the face of the dam varied 
considerably from month to month, due 
mainly to the weather, as the site is ex- 
posed to prevailing west’ winds, driving 
rain and snow. The best daily produc- 
tion was five 20 ft. by 20 ft. bays by the 
two gangs of men in ten working hours 
and the best monthly figure was 99 bays, 
also done by two gangs. The effect of 
the vacuum on the finished concrete was 
tested from time to time during the pro- 
gress of the work and it was found that 
the concrete was considerably stronger 
and of higher density than similar con- 
crete placed using normal methods. 

Construction of the Rockfill Dam was 
part of the Quoich contract which in turn 
forms a considerable part of the Garry 
Hydro-Electric Project, which was 
officially opened on October 5, 1956. The 
consulting engineers were Sir William 
Halcrow & Partners. The work was 
undertaken for the North of Scotland 
Hydro-Electric Board by Richard Cos- 
tain, Ltd. Méillars Machinery Co. Ltd.

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WORKING RULE 
AGREEMENT 


Payments for Lost Time 


HE Eastern Federation of Building 

Trades Employers has issued the fol- 
lowing ‘refresher’ on Working Rule 2a— 
Time Lost Through Causes Beyond the 
Control of the Parties. 


(a) THE MEANING OF THE RULE 


When, because of bad weather, plant 
breakdown, non-arrival of materials, etc., an 
operative is unable to work, he shall be en- 
titled to pay for half the normal hours lost. 
If these hours added to the hours actually 
worked in the week (to Saturday mid-day) 
fall below 32, then 32 hours shall be paid 
(the guaranteed minimum), For example :— 

A works 30 hours in the week and loses 14 
—amount due—30 + half 14 = 37 

B works 16 hours in the week and loses 28 
—amount due—1l16 + half 28= 30, but 
32 hours, the guaranteed minimum, must 
be paid. 

These payments are conditional on: (i) 
an operative presenting himself for work at 
the usual time and remaining available 
throughout the day unless otherwise in- 
structed; (ii) an operative being willing to 
carry out alternative work given to him. 


These payments do not apply where: (i) 


an operative is not available for work be- 
cause of sickness or other reason beyond his 
control; (ii) an Operative is absent on a recog- 
nised holiday. 

Here the guarantee is reduced proportion- 
ately on the basis of hours of availability, 
¢.g., C is sick on Monday and Tuesday losing 
16 hours, thus reducing his availability to 28 
hours out of the 44. He works on Wednes- 
day (8 hours) and is unable because of bad 
weather to work the rest of the week (20 
hours).

Under the guarantee 204 hours (not 18) must 

be paid. 

The guarantee does not operate when an 
operative absents himself for other than the 
reasons stated above. Then he lapses the 
guaranteed time for that day and the mini- 
mum guarantee of 32 hours for the week. 


Discharge during bad weather—On any 
Friday during bad weather, men may be dis- 
charged under National Working Rule 2B 
by the appropriate two hours’ notice before 
finishing time. There need not be a full 
week of guaranteed time before discharge. 
For example, if a severe frost developed on 
a Thursday, men could be discharged at the 
end of the following day (Friday). 

(b) PROLONGED SPELLS OF BAD WEATHER.— 
It sometimes happens after a few weeks of 
the operation of this Rule that a contractor 
on a large job may decide to terminate his 
liability by notice on a Friday under 
National Working Rule 2B. His hope would 
be to re-employ all the men as soon as 
Weather permitted. To avoid the necessity of 
an immediate stamping of a large number of 
imsurance cards and their return to the men, 
arrangements might be made to retain cards 
Pending re-employment, the action being the 


subject of an agreement on procedure, 
benefit, etc., with the local Employment Ex- 
change. This arrangement has been blessed 
to some extent by the National Conciliation 
Panel. 

The danger arises, however, of ‘ misunder- 
standing’ on the part of an operative who, 
because of the retention of his card, might 
contend that he was not, in fact, given notice 
and was consequently entitled to a con- 
tinuation of guaranteed time. This, unfor- 
tunately, happened jn a recent case in our 
Region when several operatives on a 
National Conciliation Panel appeal profited 
by their ‘ misunderstanding’ of the position 
and the employer’s suggestion that after he 
had discharged them they might care to con- 
tact the site daily to see when work could be 
re-started, thus cutting their losses. 

Without going into further detail the best 
advice we can give subscribers, add the Eas- 
tern Federation, is that if they wish to limit 
their liability under the Rule men should be 
early discharged as required under 2B, being 
handed their cards and money right away. 


NEW BUILDING IN THE 
CITY 


Purchases in Connection with 
Guildhall Reconstruction 


PPYHE Court of Common Council, meeting 

at Guildhall, London, on November 
29, approved a recommendation of the 
Special (Guildhall Reconstruction) Com- 
mittee, that Nos. 71-75, 77 and 79 Gresham- 
street and 1-2 Church Passage be purchased. 
Total expenditure will amount to £}m. 

Details of purchase prices given to the 
Council were: Nos. 71-75 Gresham-street 
and 1-2 Church Passage (freehold): £205,000; 
No. 77 Gresham-street (leasehold) £4,000: 
(freehold) £9,000. In addition the Corpora- 
tion will pay surveyors’ fees amounting to 
£2,221 16s., and legal costs. A further £122 
for surveyors’ fees will also be paid in con- 
nection with the purchase of the freehold 
of No. 77 Gresham-street. 

Purchase price of No. 79 Gresham-street 
(freehold) is £20,000, plus £237 surveyors’ 
fees and costs. 

A number of recommendations of the Im- 
provements and Town Planning Committee 
were approved by the council. These in- 
cluded: Erection of a single-storey extension 
to the Bishopsgate School, Stothard-place, 
for use as a domestic science classroom 
(developers, Beddell-Smith). Permission was 
granted, subject to the Council’s approval 
of details and samples of materials to be 
used in the elevations before work is started. 
The Committee stated that its reason for 
attaching this condition was ‘to ensure a 
satisfactory external appearance.’ 

Planning permission was also granted for 
the erection of a building—basement, ground 
floor and four floors ovVer—at 37, 38 and 39 
Beech-street, for use as a warehouse and 
showroom, with ancillary light industry 
(C. W. Weeden). This permission carried a 
condition that before any works were begun, 
revised plans and elevation should be sub- 
mitted for the Council’s approval, these 
drawings to show: the incorporation of the 
toilet accommodation within the main frame- 
work of the building; the Beech-street-eleva- 
tion revised to show more harmony with 
the adjoining building to the east; particulars 
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of the materials to be used in the elevation. 

The Committee’s reason for the conditions 
were ‘to ensure a satisfactory architectural 
appearance.’ 

Subsequently, the Council approved draw- 
ings in connection with this development. 
The committee pointed out that the drawings 
were approved as complying with the con- 
ditions of the planning permission, except 
in so far as they concern particulars of 
ground-floor windows and particulars and 
samples of external materials, which must 
be approved by the Common Council. 

The Committee refused to grant permis- 
sion for the rebuilding of 2, 3 and 4 Lauder- 
dale-court for use as offices (Frank G. 
Bowen), stating ‘the redevelopment of this 
site as a single unit would seriously pre- 
judice the comprehensive redevelopment of 
the area which is largely in the ownership 
of the Corporation.’ 

Permission was also refused for the pro- 
posed erection of a building for use as a 
shop, with offices over, at 12 Harp-lane 
(Reynolds and Eastern). The committee 
felt that the proposed development would 
seriously prejudice the comprehensive 
redevelopment proposals for the area. ‘* The 
site should be acquired for incorporation 
with other land which the Corporation has 
purchased or is in the process of purchas- 
ing,’ it was reported. 

The committee refused to grant permission 
for the rebuilding of 5 Lambeth-hill (about 
590 sq. ft.) and 3 Brooks-yard (about 470 
sq. ft.) following destruction by enemy action 
(Herring Son and Daw). It stated that it 
had refused permission because ‘the site is 
situated within an area designated for com- 
pulsory purchase for the purpose.of secur- 
ing comprehensive redevelopment and the 
development of the sites as separate units 
would prejudice such comprehensive 
redevelopment. 

* The sites should be acquired by the Cor- 
poration at the appropriate time for incor- 
poration with other sites already acquired 
in a scheme of comprehensive redevelop- 
ment.’ 

Conveyance of Land 


The Corporation approved the acceptance 
of an offer by the developers of 33 to 41 
Old Broad-street and 1 to 6 Union-court to 
convey to the Corporation, for a nominal 
sum of 10s., certain land required in con- 
nection with the improvement of Old 
Broad-street and Union-court. 


The offer is subject to the Corporation 
permitting the developers to absorb into 
their site the portions of the highway lying 
between the new building line, and the Cor- 
poration will pay legal costs and stamp 
duties involved in the transfer. 

The Committee referred to the need for 
an access to be constructed from Jewry- 
street to Saracen’s Head-yard as a result of 
development taking place in the area. It 
reported that agreement had been reached 
with the Governors of the Sir John Cass 
Foundation for land in the ownership of 
the foundation to be made available for the 
building of this road ‘on suitable terms.’ 

‘The Foundation have also agreed to the 
straightening of the boundaries between 6 
and 7 Jewry-street on the principle of give 
and take, subject to some consideration being 
paid for a small piece of land on the north 
side of Carlisle-avenue.’

Every sheet so identified will withstand the 
conditions of test F.R.O.S.I. No. 527.

FOLLOWING up the issue of their 
Nine Elms Siliconised Hard Gloss 
paint, T. and W. Farmiloe Ltd, Rochester- 
row, Westminster, London, SW1, have an- 
nounced that in 1957 they will be market- 
ing two more siliconised paints—‘ Siliconised 
Eggshell Finish’ and ‘Siliconised Faromat.’ 
The chief advantage of adding silicones to 
paints is am increase in their powers of re- 
sistance to water and condensation.

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NEWS IN BRIEF 


Investment in Housing 


MP HE local authority programme for build- 

ing new houses reached its peak in 1953, 
when it took a sixth of total gross fixed 
investment in this country—nearly 3 per 
cent. of gross national product. The pro- 
gramme has since fallen, and in 1955 its 
share of total gross fixed investment was 
reduced to a little under a ninth, or 2 per 
cent. of gross national product. These facts 
are given in an article on Government 
spending in the November issue of Bulletin 
for Industry, issued by the Treasury’s 
Information Division. 


Walton Reservoir 


At the meeting of the Metropolitan Water 
Board on November 23 the tender of 
W. and C. French, Ltd., was approved for 
the completion of the Walton South reser- 
voir, which was first authorised in 1938. 
Estimated to cost £3,050,300, together with 
the expenditure already incurred, it is 
expected to take five years to completion. 
With a water area of 317 acres and a mean 
depth of 574 ft., the reservoir will have a 
capacity of 4,300m. gallons. 


Hungarian Relief Fund 

The Hungarian Relief Fund, which has 
already done such good work in helping 
Hungarian refugees in Austria, points out 
that as time goes on the work will not 
diminish and the organisation will be in 
constant need of money. A steady income 
is essential if the work of supplying some 
of the necessities of life to Hungarians at 
present in Austria, and to those that are 
coming to this country, is to continue.

£939,720 is the cost of a proposed build- 
ing programme for Church of England 
Schools in the diocese, said Rev. P. J. Lamb, 
Principal of St. John’s College, York, when 
he introduced a discussion on the proposals 
of the Diocesan Council of Education 
for Church Day Schools at the York 
Diocesan Conference on November 20. The 
proposed schools are a secondary and two 
primary schools at Hull; a secondary and 
a primary school at York; a primary or 
secondary school at Middlesbrough; one 


primary school at Scarborough and another 
at Beverley. Nine country primary schools 
are proposed for Ingleby and Arncliffe, 
Carlton Faceby, Brafferton, Whorlton, 
Sledmere, Thorp, Arch, Tellington, Leds- 
ham and Cawood.

From Our Own Correspondents 


ETHIOPIA.—The Norwegian engineering 
consultants ‘Norconsultants’ have been 
commissioned by the Ethiopian government 
to plan and control the construction of a 
power station on the Awash river, about 50 
miles from Addis Ababa. The construction 
work will be carried out by Italian con- 
tractors and it is expected to take three to 
four years and cost about £4,500,000. 


LEBANON.—The Ministry of Finance 
have called bids to construct and operate a 
casino near Beirut. . - . The Government are 
likely to ask the Chamber of: Deputies to 
vote £1,700,000 for the development of the 
Port of Sidon. 


NORWAY. — Government departments 
are studying proposals by Standard Oil of 
New Jersey for building an oil refinery in 
Norway. With a capacity of about 2m. 
tons of raw oil a year and costing almost 
£11m., the plant would probably be erected 
on the east side of the Oslo fjord. . . . Two 
Norwegian firms, Jernbeton and N. Christ- 
ensen, both of Trondheim, have secured a 
contract for building 760 dwelling houses, 
shops, schools and a hospital in a suburb of 
Bagdad in Iraq. Using the Christensen- 
Nordnes constructing method, entire house 
sections will be pre-cast on the building site. 


SPAIN.—The Compania Espanola del 
Cinc have requested authorisation to set up 
a factory near Santander to produce pure 
zinc, operating on about 40,000 tons of con- 
centrated blends annually. ... A firm known 
as Siderurgica del Sur S.A. plans to set up 
a £1m. iron and steel factory and cement 
works outside Jerez. . . . Over 2,000 new 
dwellings are to be constructed in Murcia 
next year at a cost of about £2,500,000. 
These are over and above the 870 dwellings 
to be constructed next year under the Hous- 
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ing Plan. About 350 dwellings are to be 
built in Tarragona province by the end of 
next year under the plan... . The Minister of 
Public Works has announced that 40 dams 
with a total capacity of 8,422 million cubic 
metres will be built between now and 1963. 
... Approval has been given for the expendi- 
ture of £6m. on works to protect river 
valleys in the Zaragoza region which have 
been extensively flooded in recent months.

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October Housing Figures 


NEw HOUSES completed in October 
totalled 2,185, bringing the number this 
year to 24,662. The total built in October 
1955 was 2,268; in the first 10 months of that 
year it was 27,070. Permanent houses built 
in Scotland under the post-war housing 
programme new number 281,304. This is 
shown in the monthly return published on 
November 30 by the Department of Health 
for Scotland and the Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government. Of the houses built 
in Scotland since the war, 254,044 were com- 
pleted by local authorities, 1,176 by housing 
associations, 5,303 by Government Depart- 
ments, and 20,781 by private builders. 


Automation in Brickmaking 


BRICKMAKERS in Scotland are showing 
increasing interest in the possibility of 
improved control systems at various stages 
of the brick manufacturing process. One 
example cited is an interest in automatic 
control of fluidity of the clay mixture with 
instrumental controls in continuous use to 
increase or decrease the fluidity. To achieve 
this object involves continuous testing and 
recording of fluidity and it is here that the 
scope exists for application of the newer 
moisture testing methods. In the instance 
in question a solution was satisfactorily 
reached, but this is only one stage of a much 
larger problem—that of introducing auto- 
matic controls at each appropriate stage of 
the production line. 


Attention is now being given to the 
question in a number of plants with a view to 
determining the extent to which such con- 
trol methods can be applied to improve pro- 
ductivity and decrease reliance on the 
human factor. 

Scottish brickworks produced a record 
total of 72m. building bricks in October, the 
highest monthly output ever recorded; out- 
put for the year to date is 620m.—32m. 
in excess of the same period last year. 
Orders have exceeded production since 
February last and deliveries are on a day- 
to-day basis. Demand for facing bricks is 
also expanding and an expansion of. Scot- 
tish production is proceeding; several newer 
varieties have been put on the market 
recently from Scottish sources and have 
found a welcome from architects and. 
designers. 


Old People’s Homes 

Two NEw residential homes are to be 
provided for old people in Glasgow at a 
cost of around £80,000. One, accommodat- 
ing 50 people, is to be in the Castlemilk 
housing scheme, and the other will be the 
conversion of a former private nursing- 
home in Albert-drive, Pollokshields.
